The PLO also denounced the 
American veto saying it showed 
support for Israel’s “iron fist”' 
policy against Palestinians. 


OCCUPIED Jerusalem, Feb 3, 
(Agencies): Israeli soldiers shot 
and slightly wounded at least five 
Palestinians today as violent 
demonstrations erupted 
throughout the occupied West 
B ank, the militar y said. 

An Arab woman shot in the 
head during a dash with soldiers 
and Israeli dvilians died yester- 
day, bringing to 42 the number of 
Palestinians killed in nearly two 
months of anti-Israeli protests, a 
military spokesman said today. 

As'ma Sabobeh, 23, was 
wounded on Monday in. the Arab 
village of Anabta during violent 
demonstrations that left two 
other Palestinians dead and at 
least three wounded. The 
military is still investigating 
whether civilians or soldiers fired 
the lethal shols. 

Proteslers today threw stones 
at Israeli cars and buses and set 
up barricades in many West 
Bank towns and villages. The 
Gaza Strip was reported quiet. 

Fire 

■In Dura, 16 miles (25 km) 
south of Jerusalem, youths set up 
roadblocks of burning tyres. An 
officer opened fire after the 
protesters attacked a patrol with 
metal bars and set the town hall 
door ablaze, an Army spokes- 
man said. TWo Palestinians were 
slightly injured, he said. 

In thevillageof Sflwad 12 miles 
(20 km), north of Jerusalem, 


masked youths blocked a road in 
front of television crews. An 
Army patrol arrived. After tear 
gas and rubber bullets failed to 
disperse the rock-throwing 
protesters, the soldiers opened 
fire, lightly wounding three 
Arabs, the Army said. 

At leasL five Israelis were 
injured in rock-throwing 
incidents in the Jerusalem ana 
Bethlehem area, nine miles (15 
km) south of Jerusalem, officials 
said. 

In Bethlehem, an Israeli bus 
was, pelted with stones outside 
the Dheisheh refugee camp. The 
Israeli passengers got off the bus 
and threw stones back and 
several Israeli motorists opened 
fire with their weapons, state-run 
taael Radio said. Two Israelis 
were reported injured. 

Envoy 

Nablus, the largest West Bank 
city, and four nearby refugee 
camps remained under curfew 
for a fourth day, confining some 
-200.000 residents to their homes. 
Anabta and the village of Bani 
Na’im as well as the Jalazoun 
refugee camp also remained 
under curfew. A curfew was 
clamped on the Aida refugee 
camp today after violent demon- 
strations began. 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
S hamir gent a top aide to France 
today although he denied the, 
mission was connected to a grow- 


ing momentum in the search for 
Middle East peace. 

Shamir declined to say why he 
had dispatched cabinet Secretary 
Eliakim Rubinstein but said the 
envoy was not goingto meet Jor- 
dan’s King Hussein, who is in 
Paris on a European tou r to drum 
up support for a Middle East 
peace con ference. 

Hussein's visit follows hard on 
the heels of a three-day trip to 
Paris by Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak, also aimed at 


drumming up support for the 
conference idea. 

Mubarak arrived yesterday in 
Morocco and today held a round 
of talks with King Hassan. 

Mubarak was quoted as say- 
ing that the political stand of 
Egypt and Morocco on the Pales- 
tinian crisis is identical. 

In Washington, US officials 
said that a key adviser to US 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
will leave soon for the Middle 
East to see if Israel and Jordan 
are ready to negotiate an arran- 
gement for some form of Pales- 
tinian self-rule. 

The officials said lasl night 
that the trip will be made by 
Richard Murphy, Shultz* top 
adviser on the region.

Third assault in five days 



tanker with gunfire 


MANAMA. Feb 3, (AP): Iran- 
ian gunboats, returning lo action 
a day after Iran's first reported 
jet. strike on shipping in more 
than two years, today riddled a 
Norwegian chemical tanker with 
gunfire in the storm-whipped 
waters of the southern Gulf. 

Gulf-based shipping exe- 
cutives said that in the latest 
incident, the 33,000-ton tanker 
Petrobulk Ruler was attacked 
twice, the second time as it fran- 
tically radioed a Mayday distress 
signal. 

It was Iran's third assault on a 
neutral ship in theGulf in the last 
five days. As usual, the attacks 
reflected Tehran's policy of 
blow-for-blow retaliation for 
Iraqi air strikes against Iran's 
own coastal oil shipping. 

Positions 

Iran claimed in a communique 
issued today that its anti-aircraft 
i liners shot down yesterday an 
{i helicopter gunship that 
iroached their positions on 
northern front. Iraq did not 
report any aircraft losses yester- 
day. ___ 

The Tehran communique also 
said Iranian naval units intercep- 
ted and searched 12 cargo ships 
in the Strait of Hormuz yester- 
day, but allowed them to con- 
tinue voyage a fterao I raq-bound 
goods were found aboard. As 
usual, the communique reported 
the interceptions a day late and 
did not identify the vessels. 

On Thursday a lone aircraft, 
identified by shipping officials as 
an Iranian F-4 Phantom, fired as 
many as two missiles at another 
tanker, the Liberian-flag Petro- 
ship Pilot, in the same area. The 
projectiles missed, one exploding 
in the water. 

It was the first time since 
December 1985 that Iran's Air' 
Force had been reported in 
action against ships in the Gulf. 


The Oslo-based tanker 
Petrobulk Ruler, sailing empty, 
had passed through the Strait of 
Hormuz overnight and was off 
the coast of Shaijah, when it was 
ambushed about dawn, shipping 
executives said. 

First reports said only one 
Iranian boat attacked, but the 
sources, who asked not to be 
identified, said later that the ves-. 
sel was hammered first by a 
frigate, then by speedboats, with 
deck cannon, machine gun and 
rocket-propelled grenade fire. 

They quoted the ship's 
Filipino captain, Florenzio 
Diga, as saying fires caused 
severe damage to the crew quar- 
ters, radio room and other areas 
before they were quelled by the 
25-member crew, also Filipinos. 
Diga and his first officer suffered 
minor injuries from flying glass, 
they said. 

“1 am not surprised, only a 
little shocked, a little shocked,” 
Dim was quoted as saying in a 
radio-telephone report to the 
Manila office of his company, 
Osco Shippmg. 

Saddam 

On the diplomatic front, Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein con- 
ferred with a Soviet envoy visit- 
ing Baghdad at the time Iraq’s 
Foreign Minister, Tariq Aziz, is 
in Moscow seeking to coordinate 
efforts to end the Gulf war. 

The official Iraqi News 
Agency said Saddam and Gaib- 
nizar Pallayev, a rice-chairman 
of the presidium, discussed 
bilateral relations, the Iran-Iraq 
war and the need to implement 
an United Nations Security 
Council ceasefire resolution. - 

Moscow, Iraq's main arms 
supplier, opposes US efforts to 
impose an arms embargo on Iran 
to force it to accept the UN 
proposal, which was ad opted last 
July 20.

Bahrain shows off 
two torpedo boats 


MANAMA, Feb 3. (AP): The 
Amir of Bahrain, Sheikh Isa Bin 
Salman Al Khalifa, today 
inaugurated two torpedo boats, 
the latest addition to the central 
Gulf island stale’s fledgling 
naval forces. 

The ceremony on the occasion 
of Bahrain’s Defence Forces 
Day, was also attended by the 
Prime Minister, Sheikh Khalifa 
Bin Salman Al Khalifa, and the 
Crown Prince and BDF com- 
mander Sheikh Hamad Bin Isa 


Al Khalifa. 

The two ships, supplied by 
West Germany, were described 
by the Navy commander. Yous- 
sef Maflalah, as “the backbone 
of the naval forces.” 

Bahrain's Navy now boasts of 
two Liierssen 45-metre gunboats 
and two Luerssen 38-metre 
boats, equipped with the Exocet 
anti-ship missiles. 

The two newly acquired war- 
ships are 63-metre Luerssen type 
62-001. 


Rajiv receives 
N-submarine 


NEW DELHI, Feb 3, (Reuter): 
India became Asia’s second 
nuclear maritime power today 
when Prime Minister Rajiv Gan- 
dhi accepted a Soviet nuclear- 
powered submarine. . 

Rajiv received the boat for 
India's rapidly expanding Navy 
at Vishakhflpatnam Naval Base 
in the Bay of BengaL It has sailed 
from the eastern Soviet port of 
Vladivostok. 

India has leased the sub- 
marine, which is not armed with 
nuclear missiles, for training. 

It thus became only the second 
Asian nation after China with 
nuclear-powered warships. 

In dian and foreign military 
analysts said the acquisition 
marked an important step in 
India’s efforts to build a world- 
class, blue-water fleet capable of 
projecting power throughout the 
Indian Ocean. • 

Alert 

- Nuclear submarines are a for- 
midable deterrent to surface 
fleets. They divedeep, travel fast 
stay submerged for months and 
are hard to detect 

The analysts said India could 
acquire four or more boats. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
identified the boat renamed INS . 
Chakra, as an early 1970s vintage 
Victor 1 class submarine, which 
travels at 32 knots underwater 
with a displacement of 5300 
tons. 


Rajiv said at the welcoming 
ceremony India would maintain 
a state of military preparedness 
to meet any eventuality. He said 
the boat was not armed with 
nuclear weapons nor nuclear 
weapons simulators. 

“All modem naval jxiwers 
have acquired or axe trying lo 
acquire nuclear-powered sub- 
marines. We will not be left 
behind,” he said. 

“If we have to keep the destiny 
of India in our hands, then we 
must have full control of the 
waters around us.” 

India has now joined the elite 
nuclear boat club which includes 
the two superpowers, China, 
Britain and France. Canada also 
plans to buy nuclear submarines. 

Details of the leasing deal have 
not been released but analysts 
said India would probably buy 
future submarines. PTI said the 
lease was for four years. . 

India eventually wanted to 
build its own nuclear boats with 
foreign technology, the analysts 
said,. 

India has transformed its fleet 
from a coastal patrol force to a 
blue-water force since its first 
submarine, a Soviet Foxtrot- 
class, diesel-powered craft 
arrived here 20 years ago. 

It has now eight Foxtrots, two 
newer Kilo-class Soviet boats, 
and two advanced West German 
HDW type 209 diesel boats.

British nurse 
strike widespread 


LONDON, Feb 3, (AP): 

Thousands of British nurses 
demanding higher pay and 
government spending on 1 
care picketed hospitals today in

the largest walkout by the profes- 
sion since 1982. 

The 24-hour “day of action” 
forced many hospitals to post- 
pone non-emergency surgery 
and admissions, but no major 
disruptions were reported. Strike 
leaders pledged not to put 
patients at risk. 

Mark Crail, a spokesman for 
the Confederation of Health 
Service Employees, which 
represents 156,000 nurses, said 
nurses struck 35 hospitals in 
London, and other walkouts 
were reported in scattered areas 
of England and Wales. 

Overall, Crail said “tens of 
thousands” of nurses were 
involved in the protest, but the . 
figure could not be confirmed 
independently. At many hosp- 
itals, non-professional health 
workers joined nurses on picket 
lines. 

Protest 

In Scotland, nurses scheduled 
a 24-hour strike for Feb 24. But 
other health workers struck 
some hospitals as part of a con- 
tinuing campaign of selective 
strikes in Scotland. 

No strikes were reported in 
Northern Ireland, but unions 
organised demonstrations in 
four cities in the province. 

A Health Department spokes- 
man said he was unable to 
provide any information on 
effects ofthe strike in Britain. 


The one-day protest appeared 
to be having an uneven impact, 
with London hospitals most 
affected. The largest nurses' 
union, the 265,000-member 
Royal College of Nursing, 
refused to take part because of ils 
no-strike policy. 

At the 550-bed University 
College Hospital, a leading Lon- 
don teaching hospital, unit gen- 
eral manager Chris Webber said 
it was “business as usual,” des- 
pite some picketing. 

Surgery 

He said, however, that the hos- 
pital cancelled non-emergency 
admissions and surgery in 
anticipation of the walkout 

At the 800-bed Royal Free 
Hospital in north London, about 
50 uniformed nurses, along with 
clerks, receptionists and clean- 
ers, picketed outside the build- 
ing, displaying posters with such 
slogans as “No nurses, no 
future," and “Stop the butchery 
ofthe NHS.” NHS stands for the 
National Health Service. 

Nurses unions organised the 
strike to bolster a longstanding 
campaign for better pay and a 
massive infusion of government 
money for the National Health 
Service, which provides free 
medical care in most cases for the 
entire British population. 

It was the fust time nurses 
agreed to a mass walkout in the 
40-year history of the health 
service, intensifying pressure on 
the government for action to deal 
with what the medical profession 
believes is a health service crisis.

Torture is still 


rife in the world 


GENEVA, Feb 3, (Renter): Tor- 
ture remains widespread 
throughout the world, and 
horrifying new methods and ins- 
tillments are being used to inflict 
it despite United Nations efforts 
to combat the evil, a UN report 
said. 

The document submitted to a 
current annual session of the UN 
Human Rights Commission,, 
said: “Allegations keep coming 
in from some countries where, 
after a change of regime, the 
present government has 
unequivocally stated that is will 
not tolerate torture any more. 

“Evidently harsh treatment of 


detainees, often amounting to 
torture, has become a way of life 
in such a society and it seems to 
be extremely difficult to change 
those patterns of behaviour.” 

The report added: "New tech- 
niques of torture, sometimes 
horrifyingly sophisticated, are 
invented. New instruments for 
torture, sometimes specifically 
designed not to leave physical 
marks, are developed. 

"The cries of pain and anguish 
from the victims of torture are 
still louder than the cries of indig- 


nation at the practice.” 

The report, by Peter Kooij- 
mans of the Netherlands, said 
that last year he asked 29 coun- 
tries to respond to numerous 
allegations of torture he had 
received from different sources, 
and he sent reminders to 17 oth- 
ers on reports received in 1985 
and 1986. 

Kooijmans did not name all 
the countries, but said that at the 
time he prepared the report he 
was still awaiting replies from 
Afghanistan, Burkina Fash, 
Congo, Guatemala, Iran, Israel! 
Mozambique, Sudan, Surinam, 
Logo, Uganda, Zaire and 
Zimbabwe. 

He said he had also sent urgent 
appeals last year for information 
about people detained in El 
-Salvador, Lebanon, Paraguay 
Peru, South Africa and Turkey. * 
. Tbe document will be discus- 
sed during the 43-nation com- 
mission’s six-week session, 
which opened last Monday. It is 
the third annual report by Kooii- 
maqs since the commission 
appointed him in 1985 to inves- 
tigate reports of torture around 
the world.

A spokesman for the rightwing 
Christian militia, lhe Lebanese 
Forces, told Reuters that 
militiamen together with govern- 
ment security forces were 
"mobilised in search ofa car used 
in the killing." 

He said details of a blue 
Peugeot 504 had been circulated 
to all Army, police and militia 
units and security authorities 
were giving the manhunt top 
priority. 

Official sources in Paris confir- 
med that he worked for the secret 
service, and said his real name 
was Merrin. 

Disclosure of the nature of his 
work has raised fears for at least 
five French citizens still missing 
and believed held hostage in 
Lebanon.

assume a leading political role in 
international questions to 
parallel its leading economic and 
commercial role. 

Speaking during the opening 
session of a seminar on Japanese 
industrial management, A1 
Saguer said that one major 
political issue Japan is neglecting 
is the question of the uprising in 
the occupied Arab lands. 

The seminar is organised by 
the Gulf Organisation for Indus- 
trial Consulting with co-spon- 
sorship of Japan Cooperation 
Centre for the Middle East and 
Kuwait’s Chamber .of Com- 
merce and Industry. 

Isolation 1 

“We are not calling on Japan 
to stand by us or fight with ns,” 
the Kuwaiti personality said. 
“AH we are asking Japan to do is 
to iruely support a peace set- 
tlement based cm fairness and 
international consensus on self- 
determination.” 

“This would ensure the 
freedom of navigation for its 


trade and guarantee safety for its 
investments and markets and the 
continuation for its unique suc- 
cess,” emphasized A1 Sa g uer. 

He criticized Japan for its 
chosen “isolation from the con- 
cerns of the international com- 
munity,” adding that if this was 
accepted in the past “it is not 
accepted now that Japan is the 
second largest economic power 
in the world.” 

Both Japan's government and 
media haw reacted very coofy to 
the Palestinian uprising, claim- 
ing that the situation there is not 
of concern to the Japanese peo- 
ple. 

Arab organizations, led by the 
federation of Arab news agen- 
cies, launched a media campaign 
against Japan for its failure to 
inform the Japanese people on 
the details of the uprising which is 
continuing for its 57th day. 

Meanwhile, A1 Saguer moke 
highly of the Japanese model of 
development, commending its 
success and achievements. 

He noted, however, that 
Japan’s success would not have 
been readied without assistance 
■ml help from key industrial 


countries such as the Umted 
States and West Germany. 

“Just as Japan was hoped to 
reach its current economic 
status, Japan should open doors 
to opportunities for developing 
countries to expand their basic 
industries,” A1 Saguer stressed.

US Gulf policy unlikely 
to change: Sheikh Saud 


WASHINGTON. Feb 3. 
(Kuna): Kuwait's Ambassador 
lo the United States, Sheikh 
Saud Nasser A1 Sabah has 
predicted that the current 
American policy towards the 
Gulf will be maintained irrespec- 
tive of who wins the forthcoming 
presidential elections. 

“From my sense of Congress 
and the administration, I think it 
has become the foreign policy of 
the United Stales — bipartisan 
policy rather than a Republican 
policy.** Lhe ambassador said in 
an interview with “the San Diego 
Union*', one of the largest news- 
papers on the West CoasL 

The Ambassador said a 
Democratic administration 
might “respond somewhat dif- 
ferently because of the War 
Powers Act." 

But Sheikh Saud added, 
“ man y who were outspoken on 
that issue have said to me that 
they do not oppose the Gulf 
policy even if me War Powers 
Act is implemented: that they 
would not vote to pull the US 
Navy from the area." He was 
quick to add, however, “let us 
hope we can find a solution 
before then." 

Repaired 

Asked about America's stand- 
ing in the world, which had been 
bruised by a number of issues, 
including the Iran-contra scan- 
dal the senior Kuwaiti diplomat 
commented, “this reflagging and 
protection (of international 
waterways in the Gulf) has 
repaired the damage that was 
done — and there really was 
damage when this whole revela- 
tion took place about the arras to 
Iran." The ambassador said a 
new era of cooperation has been 
started and expressed the hope 
“it will stay the course." 

Sheikh Saud was asked about 
Iran's change of tactics and 
especially about its attacks 
against unescorted vessels in the 
Gulf. 

He replied, “it is not our res- 
ponsibility. The Iranians are hit- 
ting ships in international 
waters. Tnai is an international 
responsibility ... that is why we 
have the United Nations, alth- 
ough they do noL seem to be 


doing very much about oversee- 
ing the safety of navigation in 
troubled waters." 

The Kuwait ambassador 
emphasised that the safely of 
navigation in international 
waters “is not Lhe responsibility 
of a single nation." 

Kuwait ap predates what the 
US is doing vis-a-vis reflagged 
Kuwaiti ships, Sheikh Saud said 
“but we do not expect the US to 
protect all shipping around the 
world, including the Gulf, from 
Iranian attacks. 

In response to another ques- 
tion, the Ambassador said the 
US like Kuwait, realises that if 
ships are left without protection 
in the Gulf, the whole economy 
of the western World will be 
affected. He also warned that for 
the US to pull back f ram the Gulf 
would give “a very negative sig- 
nal to friends of the US in the 
Gulf region. 

Sanctions 

The Kuwaiti diplomat was 
questioned extensively by the 
San Diego Union newspaper on 
Iran and its refusal to accept the 
United Nations.Security Council 
call for a ceasefire. 

He expressed his conviction 
that no solution to the conflict 
can be found except through the 
Security Cound! approving a 
second resolution which will 
impose sanctions on Iran from 
all sources “and try our best to 
enforce it." 

Another possi bility for the war 
ending, he said is for the two 
superpowers — the US and the 
Soviet Union — to end the war. 
But be noted that nothing of that 
sort came out of the December 
superpower summit in Washing- 
ton. “but we feel that the Soviets 
are stalling — giving Lhe Iranians 
more time because they do not 
really want to offend the Iran- 
ians." 

Asked how damaging is the 
Soviet Union's posture of resist- 
ing an arms embargo, the Kuw- 
waiti ambassador said: 

“Very damaging. I think that if 
they would tell the Iranians that 
the USSR and the US are in 
agreement, that Iran should stop 
this war — period — the Iranians 



would listen." 

This is partly because the other 
source of arms to the Iranians are 
the Chinese, Sheikh Saud 
explained adding, “the Chinese 
are waiting to see what the 
Soviets do. If the Soviets are 
undedded the Chinese will con- 
tinue to play around in this 
process." 

Asked if a complete arms 
embargo will be enough to end 
the war or whether the superp- 
owers would have to impose a 
blockade a gainst Iran, Sheikh 
Saud replied: 

“This is one of the alternatives 
we have talked about: the United 
Nations and agreement between 
the two superpowers. 

“But the third most impor- 
tant, 1 think, is economic pres- 
sure on Iran." 

The senior Kuwaiti diplomat 
said what Lhe US congress did in 
imposing an embargo or boycott 
on Iranian oil and Iranian 
products “has been very effec- 
tive," noting that the US has also 
pressured its other alies to stop 
buying oil from Iran, especially 
the Japanese. 

“The Iranians really feel the 
pinch, because they do not have 
the ready cash to buy arms now," 
Sheikh Saud asserted "... and the 
Iranians are having much dif- 
ficulty in selling their oQ.” 

Oil embargo 

At another point. Sheikh Saud 
said “our hope is that when they 
feel the pinch of this oil embargo 
and any other kind of economic 
pressure we are able to impose on 
them, they will somehow accept a 
ceasefire. If they do not, then this 
economic pressure will continue 
and the people themselves will 
feel the pinch because the whole 
economic situation in the coun- 
try is a disaster...” 

Asked if a Gulf war resulted 
would the superpowers become 
involved, the ambassador 
replied- 

“I don't think the US will sit 
and watch the situation. I am not 
sure about the Soviet Union, but 
I do not think they would want to 
see an Iranian victory either, 
because if Iran is victorious in 
this war, they will give the Soviets 
more problems in Afghanistan."

A meeting of 
true leaders 

EGYPTIAN President Hosni Mubarak arrived in 
Morocco on T uesday, ending bis international tour. The 
things published abou t his tour are only a fraction of what 
he really accomplished. 

The Egyptian President has an excellent international 
reputation, which US President Reagan acknowledged 
while receiving Mubarak. Reagan said Egypt and the US 
are capable of achieving peace in the Middle East. 

This assessment is correct because Egypt is honest to its 
international commitments through its political leader- 
ship, which has resisted and overcome all regional obsta- 
cles aimed at embarrassing the Egyptian political leader- 
ship before the world. 

Mubarak's tour ended in Morocco, the country of the 
Arab wise man. King Hassan II. It ended with a meeting 
between the political wisdom represented by King Has- 
san and the man of the Middle East, President Hosni 
Mubarak. 

His tour came at a time when the credibility of his 
words to the West and the US had been proven. He had 
said that Israel committed a mistake if it believed that the 
new generation of Palestinians had forgotten their coun- 
try and were satisfied to live beneath, tents, unsuitable 
even for animals. 

Israel was mistaken, and that which they had been 
warned of. happened. It bad been stressed many times 
that the Middle East would not relax until the Palestinian 
issue was settled. Undoubtedly, the Egyptian President 
carried with him many of these ideas to the West, some of 
which they might have been unaware of, assuming the 
Palestinian issue was not of much concern to them. . 

The meeting today between the Arab wise man King 
Hassan and President Hosni Mubarak is a meeting of 
balanced attitudes in Arab politics — attitudes which the 
West and the rest ofthe world givesubstantial credibility. 

Undoubtedly a meeting at this level, with the influence 
these two leaders have m international circles, will add 
weight to the “Stones Revolution” in the occupied 
territories until Israel finally realises its arrogance and 
accepts its limitations. 

The Egyptian President has succeeded in bringing 
Arabs back to Egypt. andbistri{) has comeatatimewhen 
he has Arab confidence, especially in that part of the 
world where people live under true and reasonable 
leaders, rather than Arab leaders who talk of imaginary 
issues. 

The Morocco meeting is a meeting of true leaders with 
national motives, ft is a sophisticated, intellectual meet- 
ing, where emotions play no part and toying with peoples’ 
emotions is unheard of. 

Ahmed At JaraUah 

Turkey warming 
up to Greece

DAVOS. Switzerland, (Reuter): 
Greece and Turkey usually speak 
more of war than peace, but the 
uneasy Nato allies have launched 
an unexpected and ambitious 
initiative aimed at closer ties and 
amicable settlement of several 
bitter disputes. 

The initiative could herald a 
major thaw in relations between 
the feuding neighbours. 

But officials on both sides 
cautioned that many pitfalls lie 
ahead which could wreck the 
fragile peace process. 

Nonetheless, the bold plan is 
stamped with the personal auth- 
ority of Prime Ministers Andreas 
Papandreou of Greece and Tur- 
gut Ozal of Turkey, who ham- 
mered out the plan during two 
days of talks in this Swiss Alpine 
resort. 

Ozal hailed the developments 
as a breakthrough in Greek- 
Turkish relations. Papandreou 
was more cautious, saying; “the 
course now is clearly one of 
peace”, but adding only time 
could prove the worth of the 
latest moves. 

Measures 

What they agreed was to reject 
the military confrontations 
which have marked past rela- 
tions and to pledge themselves to 
finding peaceful solutions to out- 
standing disputes. 

A two-page communique, 
itself unexpected when the infor- 
mal talks began on Saturday, 
was filled with such phrases as 
“frank and open" discussions 
and a need for “time, goodwill 
and hard work " 

It laid out concrete measures 
intended to avert the tub thump- 
ing over the Aegean which has 
brought them close to war and 
established ways to bring the two 
sides together at a variety of 
levels. 

The steps, although minor, 
went far beyond what many 
thought the two rides would 
agree althis stage. 

Papandreou and Ozal decided 
to hold a summit once a year — 
starting this year — to set up a 
telephone ends “hot-line” to 


iromote commercial ties and to 

onn an ambassadorial-rank 
committee to study areas of dis- 
pute. 

Within hours of the commun- 
ique, it was announced that 
another new joint committee to 
promote trade, tourism and 
commercial ventures would meet 
in Athens in April. 

The Ozal told reporters he 
would launch the planned sum- 
mits by travelling to the Greek 
capital and his aides suggested 
the trip could be as soon as this 
spring. 

The speed with which the 
initiative developed appeared 
aimed at disarming many certain 
critics at home by handing them a 
fait accompli.

Athens controls most of the 
2,500 islands in the Aegean and 
says each has its own continental 
shelf. Turkey contends that 
many of the Greek islands near 
its coastline belong to its contin- 
ental shelf. 

The dispute has thwarted full 
oil exploration in much of the 
Amean. 

For Ozal, the Davos initiative 
fils in well with his long-standing 
efforts to show his nation of 
some 50 million people is well- 
fitted to join the 12-nation EEC.

Also the 
salaries do not compensate the 
efforts and hardships they 
endure. 

In my experience^previously 
employers were affluent and 
knew how to treat maids. 
Nowadays, maids work for all 
sorts of people. Therefore, the 
poor maids endure the con- 
sequences and if they can no 
longer put up with the 
inhumane treatment, they abs- 
cond. This is a dangerous way 
I oflife. 


The poor maids at times live 
from day to day. Without a 
permanent income they run 
from one place to another. 
Sometimes they don't even 
have a permanent place to 
steep. All this is due to the uns- 
crupulous recruiting agents, 
whose only aim is acquiring 
wealth. Many maids sell or 
mortgage their property in the 
hope of a better future and take 
up such jobs. 

The concern of the Philippine 
government and the proposed 
recommendations by the 
embassies are indeed commen- 
dable. Publicity alone will not 
help if agencies in Manila coor- 
dinate with local agents and 
tamper travel documents.

India trying to assert itself in Indian Ocean

NEW DELHI: India has laun 
cfaed a massive naval buildup 

afmffd at making it thedn T^fmu^m t^ 

power in the region between the 
Arabian Gulf and Indonesia, 
according to military analysts 
and diplomats here. 

Newly armed with a Soviet- 
made, unclear-powered sub- 
marine, the Navy is being geared 
to play an assertive role m the 
Indian Ocean, Bay of Bengal, 
and Arabian Sea, these experts 
say. 

After years of neglect, 
policymakers have given the 
Navy a large slice of the $10 
billion military budget for the 
current fiscal year. 

“With a large coastline, India 
is concerned over naval threats, 
particularly from China, which 
has the world's third-largest, 
though obsolescent Navy,” says 
R. R Subramanian, a senior 
analyst at the Institute for 
Defence Studies and Analyses, a 
government think tank. “The 
possibility of the Chinese Navy 
linking up with Pakistan in a war 
must be weighing heavily in the 

Indian been 

concerned that the Pakistani 
□aval fleet holds more sophis- 
ticated ships and weapons than 


their own Navy. 

Adm. S. N. Kohli, a former 
Navy chief, says a “buildup is 
essential,' 4 because policymakers 
now realise thatthemajor threats 
to Indian security have always 
emanated from the sea. 

“History reveals that invaders 
who came by sea, including the 
British, became our rulers. Sea 
power would hold the key to the 
outcome of a future conflict,” 
Admiral Kohli said in an 
interview.

According to Adm. Jayant G. 
Nadkarni, the new Navy chief, 
the Indian strategy is “not only to 
ensure that the sea areas of 
importance to us are controlled 
by us, but to doty them to our 
adversary. For this the primary 
weapon would be submarines.” 

The Navy's acquisition of a 
Soviet-made nuclear-powered 
submarine test month has 
India only the sixth country to 
possess such a submarine. 

The Navy’s multi billionr 
dottar modernisation plan has 
included the purchase of two 
West German Class 299 sub- 
marines, two Soviet-made Kilo- 
dass submarines, and new Soviet 
Kashin 2 destroyers.

A new 704-acre submarine 
dockyard has been built with 
Soviet assistance at Vishakapat- 
nam, headquarters of the Indian 
submarine force. Two additional 
Class 209 submarines, with wire- 
guided torpedoes, are being built 
at Bombay in collaboration with 
West Germany's Howaldts- 
werke. 

India's expenditures on 
defence reached 25 percent of the 
government's budget in fiscal 
1987-88, as compared with 17.8 
per cent in 1982-83. 

T. T. Poulose, a professor of 
disarmamentsmdiesat New Del- 
hi’s Jawaharlal Nehru Univer- 
sity, contends that the naval buil- 
dup is part of a more aggressive 
foreign policy aimed at reinforc- 
ing India's role as the main 
regional power. The role involves 
thwarting attempts by big 
powers to gain a foothold in the 
region.

Business good for Kabul moneychangers 


By Hugh Pain 

KABUL, (Reuter): Saroop 

Singh sits behind his rickety desk, 
a blue turban on his head, a wolf- 
ish smile on his face. Before him 
lie his piles ofbanknotes, red 100 

“Business is goo^'^e says 
with satisfaction. “It has grown 
since the revolution. The -war has 
not affected us, except that busi- 
ness is much more.” 

A head appears through the 
door, glances at the foreigners 
and mutters in Fashtu: “Twelve 
Indian?” 

“Thirteen,” says Saroop. 

The man nods and disappears. 
Saroop Singh has just bought 
12,000 Indian rupees ($920) for 
13 Afghanis apiece. Hewould sell 
them back to you for 13.5 Afgh- 
anis. His profit margin is less 
than four per cent, but Ik is a 
happy man. 

History 

Centuries ago, long before 
foreign-exchange dealing was a 
worldwide business, the money 
changers of Kabul were already 
here. 

At the crossroads of the 
overland trade routes between 
East and West, Kabul was ideally 
placed for . what is now called 
arbitrage, and it still is, 

“A businessman wants to 
trade in Afghanistan, he needs 
Afghanis. The banks give 55 
Afghanis for a dollar and then 
charge commission," says 
Saroop. “We give 200 Afghanis, 
no commission. So be conies to 
us. 

“An importer wants to pay for 
doth or tyres or Japanese telev- 
isions, he needs dollars. The 
bank's got no dollars. So he 
comes to us.” 

In Shahzada Market there is 
none of the furtive whispering of 
moneychangers elsewhere. 

Open 

The trade is not technically 
legal, but Afghanistan's war-bat- 
tered economy cannot run with- 
out it and the government has no 
present intention of moving 
against it. The changers operate 
openly and on strict business 
terms. 

In a tend where more than 90 
per cent of the people are 
Muslims, nearly all of Kabul's 
money changers are by tradition 
Hindus or Sikhs.

my family has been in this busi- 
ness for generations,” says 
Saroop. 

He and the 200 other traders is 
the market have few overhead 
costs: a desk, a bench for the 
clients, a filing cabinet for the 
wads of money. 

But their tiny stores, crowded 
together in a huddle of three- 
storey arcaded tenements, trade 
like seats on the New York Stock 
Exchange. The key to one might 
cost a newcomer nine million 
Afghanis ($40,000 at the unof- 
ficial rate). 

Fixed 

Each morning the changers lis- 
ten to the money reports on the 
British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion (BBC), make their calcula- 
tions and agree their fixed rates 
for tiie day. There is no bargain- 
ing, it is no use shopping around. 

Each day some half a million 
dollars changes hands here. Most 


of the business is in dollars, then 
Indian rupees. German marks, 
British sterling, and Pakistani 
rupees trade in lesser amounts, 
bul Saroop and his colleagues in 
this ancient cartel wfll give you a 
price for anything. Terms strictly 
cash. Take it or leave it. 

The piles of notes in front of 


Saroop Singh show indiscrimin- 
ately King Zahir Shah and 
Mohammad Daoud, the man 
who deposed him and was buzn- 
sdf later, ousted, and the anon- 
ymous peasants of the current 
issue. Wars and revolutions 
come and go, but money 
remains. So do the traders. 

Prudently, they were reluctant 
to discuss the Soviet soldiers in 
their land. 

No, they said, they did not see 
many R iHBaaiy? m Shahrartfl Rut 
yes, they would take roubles — 
34 or 35 Afghanis for one, a price 
only half as favourable as that for 
dollars, but still tempting enough 
for a homebound soldier intent 
on some shopping.

It was not a bitter complaint, 
only the mild, routine grumble of 
a man busy mplring money.

THE PRESENCE of gem- 
stones in many parts of Sri 
Lanka is due to the existence of 
Precambrian Metamorphic 
Rocks except for a few scat- 
tered occurrences of limestone 
in the North and North Wes- 
tern Coastal region. Geologists 
are of the view that about nine 
tenth of Sri Lanka is covered 
with Precambrian Rocks. 

A wide variety of gems are 
found in Sri Lanka. It is also a 
uniq ue phenomenon that prac- 
tically all these varieties could 
be found in the same gem 
deposit. There are however, 
certain areas which are well 
known for specific different 
varieties. While in the Rat- 
napura District all varieties of 
gems are found, Alexandrites 
and Cat's eyes are mostly 


mined in Deniyaya and Mor- 
awaka, Elehera is well known 
for Blue Sapphires and Gar- 
nets. 

The varieties of gems found 
in Sri Lanka include Blue Sap- 
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Stones are fashioned into 
stylish jewellery 


Topaz, Garnet, Tourmaline, 
Zircon, Moonstone and 
Quartz. Some of the rare stones 
found are Sinhalite, Kor- 
nerupine, Fibrolite, 

Andalusite, Apatite, Diopside, 
Ekanite, Taafeite and Sphene. 

Various museums and 
coDectors are in possession, of 
Sri Lanka gemstones of 
extraordinary size and beauty. 
Sri T -antra has produced stones 
of quality and size which have 
attracted buyers and connois- 
seuresofaD over the world. 

The State Gem Corporation 
has in its collection a Blue Star 
Sapphire of 392 cts. It has got 
fine blue colour and is con- 
sidered to be the largest Blue 
- Star Sapphire of this colour 
when compared with the Star of 
India. A honey brown coloured 
Chrysoberyl Cat’s eye with a 
silvery line is another unique 
specimen in the collection of 
State Gem Corporation. This 
gem weighs 102 cts. and is 
called “Rayserene”. 

Apart from these, good 
quality Sri Lanka gemstones 
are also available in the coDec- 
tion of the Natural Histoiy 
Museum of Los Angeles, The

Sri Lanka: land of a thousand delights 


SRI LANKA is an island in the 
; Indian Ocean located to the 
south of the Indian sub-contin- 
ent. It lies between 5*55' and 
9*50' north of the equator and 
i between the eastern longitudes 
79*49’ and 81*52'. With a total 
! land area of 65.610 sq km (25.3 
thousand sq miles) our 
beautiful island is not a drop in 
the ocean. 

The length of 445 km and 
breadth of225.3 km encompas- 
ses beautiful beaches, lush 
green vegetation, ancient build- 
ings and a thousand delights to 
please all tastes. The relief 
features of the island consist of. 
a mountainous mass somewhat 
south of centre, with heights 
exceeding 2,500 metres, 
surrounded by broad plains. 
Lovely palm-fringed beaches 
surround the island and the sea 
temperature rarely falls below 
27*C 

Climate and seasons 

In the lowlands the climate is 
typically tropical with average 
temperature of 27°C in 
Colombo. At the higher eleva- 
tions it can be quite cool with 
temperatures going down to 
16°C in Nuwara Eliya, at an 
altitude of 1,890 metres. Sri 
Lanka receives rainfall from 
two monsoons and from con- 
vectional precipitations. 

The south-west monsoon 
brings rain mainly from May to 
July to the western, southern

and central regions of the 
island, while the north-east 
monsoon rains occur in the 
northern and eastern regions in 
December and January. Alth- 
ough seasonal rains can be 
heavy, bright sunny, warm 
days are the rule and are com- 
mon even during the height of 
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tile monsoon — climatically Sri 
Lanka has no off-season. 
History 

The history of Sri Lanka goes 
back to pre-historic times. 
Recent excavations show that 
even during the Neolithic Age 
in Sri Lanka there were food- 
gathering and rice cultivators. 
Very little is known of this 
period and documented history 
began with the arrival of the 
Aryans from north India. 

The Aryans introduced the 
use of iron and an advanced 
form of agriculture through a 
rudimentary system of irriga- 
tion. They also introduced the 
art of government. Of the 
Aryan settlements. Ami rad - 
hapura grew into a powerful 
kingdom under the rule of Pan - 
dukabhaya. According to 
traditional history he is accep- 
ted as the founder of Anurad- 
hapura. 

During the reign of King 
Devanampiya Tissa, a descen- 
ded of Panaukabhaya, Budd- 
hism was introduced in 247 BC 
by Arahat Mahinda. the son of 
Emperor Asoka of India. This 
is the most important event in 
Sri Lankan history as it set the 
country on die road to cultural 
greatness. Consequently Sri 
Lanka waxed rich and prosp- 
erous. 

In the mid 2nd century BC a 
large part of north Sri Lanka 
came under the rule* of an 
invader from south India. 
From the beginning of the Chr- 
istian era and up to the end of 
the 4th century AD, Sri Lanka 
was governed by an unbroken 
dynasty called Lambakarna. 
which paid great attention to 
the development of irrigation. 


A great king of this dynasty was 
King Mahasen (3rd century 
AD) who started the construc- 
tion of large ‘tanks' (reservoirs) 
which in turn fed smaller 
reservoirs. Another great ‘lank* 
builder was Dhatusena, who 
was put to death by his son 
Rasy apa. who made Sigiriya a 
royal city with his fortress 
capital on the summit of the 
rock. 

As a result of invasions from 
south Indian the kingdom of 
Anuradhapura fell by the end 
of the 1 0th century AD. 
Vijayabahu I repulsed the 
invaders and established his 
capital at Polonnaruwa in the 
11th century AD. Other great 
kings of Polonnaruwa were 


Parakrama Bahu the Great and 
Nissaoka Malla both of whom 
adorned the city with 
numerous buildings of 
architectural beauty. 

Invasions continued inters 
mittently and the capital was 
moved constantly until the Por- 
tuguese arrived in 1505, when 
the chief city was established at 
Kotte, in the western lowlands. 
The Portuguese came to trade 
in spices, but, stayed to rule 
until 1658 in the coastal 
regions, as did the Dutch 
thereafter. Dutch rule lasted 
from 1658 to 1796 in which year 
they were displaced by the Brit- 
ish . During this period the high- 
■ land kingdom, with is capital in 
Kandy retained its indepen- 
dence despite repeated assaults 
by foreign powers who ruled 
the rest of the country. In 1815 
the Kingdom of Kandy was 
ceded to the British and thus 
they established their rule over 
the whole island. Modern com- 
munications, Western medical 
services, education in Fji gHsh, 
as well as the plantation indus- 
try (first coffee, then tea, rubber 
and coconut) developed during 
British rule. By a process .of' 
peaceful, constitutional evolu- 
tion, Sri Lanka won back her 
independence in 1948 and is 
now a sovereign republic, with 
membership in the Common- 
wealth of Nations and the 
United Nations Organisation. . 

Economy 

Sri I-anlca is mainl y an 
agricultural country. The chief 
crop is rice in which the country 
is almost self-sufficient. Tea, 
rubber and coconut form the 
next important agricultural 
crops, with tea being the major 
foreign exchange earner. In * 
addition, other crops ofimpor- 
tance are cocoa and spaces such 
as cinnamo n, cardamom, nut- 
meg, pepper and doves. Fruit 








The Town Hall in Colombo, Sri Laalca. 
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and vegetables, native to both 
tropical and temperate regions, 
grow well in Sri Lanka and 
today form a considerable 
proportion of our exports. Sri 
T-nnirfl is also a major exporter 
of precious and semi-precious 
stones. Within the fast few 
years remittances from Sri Lan- 
kans employed abroad have 
contributed a large share 
towards foreign exchange earn- 


The last decade has seen 
tourism emerge as an impor- 
tant foreign exchange earner. 
There has also been a rapid 
growth in manufacturing 
Industries which offer a wide 
range of exportable goods such 
as petroleum products, leather 
goods, ready-made garments 
and electronic equipment 

Demography 

Sri I^nka has a population 
of 15.4 million of whom the 
majority are Sinhalese (74 per 
cent). Other ethnic groups are - 
made up of — Sri Lankan 
Tamils 12.6 per cent Indian 
Tamils 5.5 percent Moors and 
Malays 7 per cent and Burghers 
(of Portuguese and Dutch des- 
cent) and others 0.9 percent 

Although Sri Lanka is a 
multi-religious country, Budd- 
hists constitute the majority 
with 69 per cent. Other 
religious groups are Hindus 

1 5.4 per cent, Christians 7.4 per 
cent and Muslims 7 percent. Sri 

.Lanka can boast of a fairly 
youthful population with 46 
percent ofthe population being 
under 20 years of age. 

Sri Lanka's literacy rate of 

86.5 per cent is one of the high- 
est in Asia. 

Language 

Sinhala, a language of Indo- 
Aryan origin, is used by the 
majority ami is the official lan- 
guage of the country. The

used mainly in the northern and 
eastern regions. English is 
widely spoken and understood.

THE resounding victory of the 
J.R. Jayewardene government! 
in 1977 brought about a com- 
plete turn-around in the econ- 
omic policies of Sri Tanka. A 
major decision taken by the 
government to transform a 
stagnant economy into dyn- 
amic one was to give the private 
sector a significant role in the 
economic development of the 
country. The strategy adopted 
to ebcourage the growth of the 
private, sector gave high 
priority to the flow of private 
local investment coupled with 
that of private foreign invest- 
ment. 

Thus private foreign invest- 
ment has an important role to 
play in the economic develop- 
ment of Sri Lanka, particularly 
in the export sector. A very 
attractive package of incentives 
has been offered to encourage 
private foreign investment into 
the country. The availability of 
a large and educated labour 
force, with a quick ability to 
master skills, has been one of 
*the major attractions to foreign 
investors. In addition, high 
productivity of the labour 
force, low wage levels and low 
costs of construction prevailing 
in Sri Lanka confer very com- 
petitive advantages to inves- 
tors. Sri Lanka's strategic loca- 
tion, eqni-distant between Aus- 
tralia and the Far East on the 
one hand and Europe on the 
other, lying in close proximity 
to the oil rich countries of the 
Middle East, the expanding 
markets of South East Asia and 
the emerging markets of Africa 
confer distinct freight and 
delivery time advantages to 
exporters. 

Conflict 

Since 1983 due to the e thni c 
conflict in the island the-flow of 
private foreign investment has ■ 
relatively declined. However, 
this decline was arrested by the 
beginning of 1986. The success 
in 1986 in respect ofthe number 
of inquiries from potential 
foreign investors and the num- 
ber of projects approved 
reflects the confidence of the 
foreign investors on the gover- 
nment’s efforts to restore peace 
in the North and East of the 

Island 

The Foreign Investment 
Advisory Committee under the 
Ministry of Finance & Plan- 
ning is the agency responsible 
for approving private foreign 
investment projects outside the 
FreeTrade Zones in Sri Lanka. 

The International Economic 
Co-operation Division (1ECD) 
is responsible for the co-ordina- 
tion of all activities relating to 
foreign investment and also 
$eivicingofFIAC.TheIECD is 
a one stop centre to handle all 
inquiries and proposals of 
foreign investment. It provides 
advice to prospective investors 
on investment opportunities 
available, assist both local and 
foreign investors in finding 
suitable partners in joint ven- 
ture projects and helps in set- 
ting up of businesses. 

TheFIAC approved projects 
should have investment in the 
form of joint ventures where 
the majority of shares in equity 
is usually held by the SrTLan- 
lcan partner. The proportion 
however, differ depending on

the capital intensity and the 
level of technology of the 
project and the quantity ofthe 
output export^. Employment 
generation, scope of tech- 
nology transfer and the export 
potential are the most impor- 
tant criteria used by the FIAC 
in considering investment 
project proposals for approval. 
The project approved by the 
FIAC enjoy many tax and 
other concessions. 

Dynamism 

The FIAC approved joint 
venture projects have been 
useful in the infusion of dyn- 
amism and efficiency to the Sri 
Lankan economy. They 
stimulated the demand for 
domestic resources resulting in 
a significant positive effect on 
the growth of domestic produc- 
tion. These projects have 
created useful forward as well 
as backward linkage generat- 
ing spin off effects on other 
sectors of the economy as well. 
These joint venture projects 
have also made significant con- 
tribution to boost economic 
dimensions such as income and 
employment generation, 
capital investment, export ear- 
nings, import substitution, 
technology transfer and the 
development of management 
and production skills. Between 
1977 and the beginning of 1 987 
the FIAC has been singularly 
successful in approving a total 
of 487 projects. The total inves- 
tment envisaged from these 
projects amounts to USS 722m 
with an employment potential 
of 46,°00 persons. At the end of 
1986, 307 projects had com- 
menced operations. Of these 
271 were in commercial 
production. 

The contribution made by 
FIAC projects in regard to the 
country’s export sector is very 
significant. There are more 
than 300 export oriented 
projects approved by the FIAC 
and 139 of these projects have 
exported goods and services to 
the value of S 109 m in 1986 
TJese export projects indutte 
98 manufacturing industries 
which account for SI 02 m of the 
export proceeds. Itis important 
to note that all these export 
oriented projects are not 100 
per cent export projects. The 


availability of domestic market 
enables most investors to 
achieve economies of scale in 
production and opening up 
opportunities to' operate com- 
petitively in the international 
markets. Experience in domes- 


tic market has led producers to 
Improve quality of products to 
international standards. The 
main characteristic of the 
projects operating in the export 
sector is the utilisation of 
jndegenous raw materials 
including agro based inputs 
such as rubber, coir, tobacco, 
timber, fisheries and gems. 

Sector 

Another significant sector in 
tiie projects approved by FIAC 
is the activities of import sub- 
stitution industries. Operations 
of these projects have been 
undertaken in production of 
sugar, milk products, spray 
dried coconut milk, cultivation 
of strawberries, manufacture 
of electric transformers, cook- 
ers, assembly of motor buses 
and coaches, railway coach 
body building, computer 
stationery, printing material, 
maggi boards, sulphuric add 
ferric and non-feme and alum 
and sodium thiosulphate and 
plastic items. In addition 
import substitution projects 
also provide certain specialised 
services such as air charter 
sendees, publishing of direc- 
tories, advertising and public 
relations, technical studies ins- 
titute, private hospital, mer- 
chant banking and business 
and financial services. 

. The inflow ofprivate foreign 
investment for hi AC approved 
projects have been made from 
UK (71). Hong Kong (61), Sin- 
gapore (61) W. Germany (60), 


USA (56), Japan (46), India

Rising up to a height of 500 feet 
above the surrounding plain, in 
magnitude thus temple surpas- 
ses all the other cave temples in 
the country: 

. The temple Vtharaya on 1 the 
top of (he monolithic stone 
mass can be approached by the 
path cut into the living rode of 
the hill itself at periodic 
intervals interspersed with 
stone stair cases and level land- 
ings. The massive sprawling, 
temple trees covered with 
araliya blossoms (Plumeria ■ 
Acuminate) provide the shade 
to the viators who flock to see 
the beautiful images and paint- 
ings which provide an abun- 
dance of valuable material for 
the study of the evolution of 
Sinhala Buddhist pain tings and 
sculpture. For the convenience 
of many who have taken to 
modern transport a new road 
has been built almost up to the 
temple. But the devoted pil- 
grims go their hard way climb- 
ing the rode while the affluent 
and the tourist may reach half 
way up the rode by motorcars. 

Tradition 

According to folk tradition 
the DambuUa Rock Temple 
was originally built by Kug 
Vattagamini Abhaya (29 - 17. 
B.C.). 

A 13th Sinhala literary work 
known as Pigavaliya states that 
King “Vattagamini Abhaya" 
(Vala g amba) converted the 
caves at DambuUa into temples 
which gave him shelter and a 
hideout for 12 years — the 
period of Tamil invasion.

Since then, the 
temple is known as “Rdhgiri” 
(“Rangui” means Gold Rock) 
Dambulu Vtharaya.” 

The five natural cave shrines 
of the DambuUa Temple which 
are a veritable treasure house of 
murals and statuary are named, 
Dcvaraja Viharaya, Maharaja 
Vibaraya, Maha AJut 


Viharaya, Paschima Vibaraya 1 . 
and Devem Alut VHraraya. The 
-first, second, and the fourth 
caves are said to be the work of 
King Valagamba. Maha Alut 
Viharaya was built by Kirti Sri 
Rajasinghe and Deveni Alut 
Viharaya by Dullave Maha 
Adikaram, hence aU these caves 
do not belong to the same 
period. 

In the Devarajalena (or 
‘viharaya’) lies the much talked 
of painted stone image of a, 
colossal Buddha in sleeping 
posture with his life long atten- 
dant and devout disciple Ven. 
Ananda at his feet The cave 


comprises “six other stffifcs of 
god Vfebpu and tijc, Buildjiaj 
_ withbeautifbl paintings bn the 
walls and ceiling.-. 

The Maharaja Viharaya or 
the“Cave o f the Great Kings” a 
name obviously given to the 
cave as it is full of images of 
Kings Valagamba and Kirti Sri 
Nissankamalla, is the most 
impressive of aU. This cave has 
the largest number of sculp- 
tures (nearly 60 statues) both 
religious and secuIar.All 
around the cave walls and 
above on the ceiling are 
thousands of colourful paint- 
ings. As one enters the cave he

It is interesting to note that 
the dress on this statue is 
unusually simple. The ears are 
long and drawn in the Malabar 
style. The body of a double 
headed snake serves as a neck- 
lace its ears as pendents. The 
cave also houses an impressive 
life size Buddha statue. 


beautifully carved in standing 
position, trader a Makara 


believed to be one of those 
statues painted in gold by King 
Nissankamalla hundreds of 
years ago. 

Maha Alut Viharaya mean- 
ing “The New Great Temple,” 
so named because it was buflt 
recently by ore of the last Hongs 
of the Kandyan Kingdom, 
Kirti Sri Rajasinghe, houses 
fifty seven images among which 
is a colossal reclining Buddha 
statue which is almost 30 feet 
long. A fine image ofKing Kirti 


Sri Rajasinghe himself super- 
bly sculptured his full, beard 
and royal robes finely distin- 
guishable, is another outstand- 
ing creation m this cave. 

Images 

Paschima Viharaya (mean- 
ing western cave) consisting of 
beautiful statues is of special 
agnificanceasitis believed that 
the stupa built in the middle of 
this cave contained the 
jewellery of Somawathie the 
queen of King Valagamba. 
Hence its also called “Soma 
Cetiya.” 

Deveni Alut Viharaya com- 


paratively ■ new contains 
beautiful images of the Buddha 
and gods Vishnu and 
Kataragama (Skande), as well 
as of a local god known as 
Devata Bandar a, richly 
ornamented with crowns ana 
jewellery. Whether the cavern 
m which these five houses of 
brilliant sculpture that attract 
thousands of visitors, has been 
formed naturally or artificially 
has not been yet determined. 

Over 1,8000 square metres of 
painted walls and cdHngs con- 
stitute the interior of these giant 
caves. These paintings retou- 
ched, redrawn, repainted, for 


the last time in the 18th C, are 
still as fresh and alive as they 
were 200 years ago. These 161 
sculptured images and figures 
of the Buddha, Bodhisatva, 
gods and kings in the caves 
whose walls are also packed 
with beautiful murals are no 
doubt a rare find anywhere. 
The themes of the paintings 
include the Jataka Stories 
( stories pertaining to the earlier 
lives of the Buddha), and his- 
torically significant incidents 
like the arrival of Vijaya in Sri 
Lanka and the famous ‘Elara 
Dutugemimu War.* 

The paintings of the Dam- 
bulla Rock Temple which cover 
an area of roughly 20 thousand 
square feet, seem to aim at 
dipicting the greatness of the 
Buddha, and the proud history 
of the island. An interesting 
factor is that paintings dealing 
with historical episodes are left 
uncaptioned, probably sugges- 
ting that the artists were of the 
impression that every Sinhala 
Buddhist would recognise such 
a picture as they saw it. 

The painters of these 
extraordinary murals, belon- 
ged to a special generation of 
artists from the time of the Sin- 
hala Kings. They were the 
Nflangama Painters and it is 
interesting to note that P.G. 
Jivan Naide 66 years old belon- 
ging to this generation is still 
making a living by painting 
murals. 

According to popular belief 
King Valagambahu entrusted 
the work of sculpturing images 
and painting the walls of the 
Dambulla temple to one master 
painter “Bodhinarayana 
Mulacharya” who received a 
village known as Nilagama 
from the King, for the services 
successfully completed. Accor- 
ding to Jivan Naide, the origin 
of this generation was Bodhra- 
arayana and he belonged to the 
group of eighteen craftsmen 
who arrived in Sri Tunica dur- 
ing the reign ofKing Devan am- 
piyatissa. 

The village of Nilagama is 
situated within the Dambulla 
electorate where Jivan Naide 
lives with his three sons, two of 
whom have forsaken the 
traditional profession and 
taken to farming while the 
youngest, Jayasena paints 
murals along with his father. 

Jivan Naide who is the lucky 
owner of some gifts offered by 
Sinhala Kings to his ancestors 
proudly presents the 
“Nilagama Tudapata” which 
contains the history of the 
murals painting and iconogra- 
phy of the DambuUa temple to 
interested visitors. Among his 
treasure axe a golden plate, a 
golden pin used for the anoint- 
ingesremony during the time of 
Kings and even a golden head- 
dress which symbolised the title 
of his generation. Jivan Naide 
who is now associated with the 
conservation work at Dam- 
bulla Raja Maha Vihara under 
the Unesco-Sri Lanka Cultural 
Triangle programme, con- 
siders himself privileged to be 
involved in the restoration of 
the paintings which he sees as 
the firing tradition of his gen- 
eration.

Ensuring a better tomorrow 


THE Mahaweli Ganga, through the ages has been an important 
source of life-giving water to the people of Sri Lanka. This river, the 
longest in Sri Lanka, rises in the Central Hills, winds its way 
through the Kotmale and Dnmbara valleys, flows across the Dry 
Zone and enters the Indian Ocean at Trincomalee. Harnessing the 
waters of this mighty river has always remained the dream of our 
kings. After 2000 years, this dream is now being realised. , 


THE Mabawelj Ganga 
Development Project is the 
most far-reaching and largest 
national development 
programme ever to have been 
launched in the 2500 year his- 
tory of Sri Lanka. It is a massive 
and ambitious development 
effort to ensure for the people 
of Sri Lanka a better tomorrow 
by generating more power, 
providing more food ana creat- 
ing more avenues of 
employment. 

The original 30 year Mah- 
aweli Development Plan 
presented in 1968 by a UNDP/ 
FAO Team was telescoped into 
a seven year Accelerated 
Programme. The priority items 
under the Accelerated Mah- 
aweli Programme are the major 
headworks projects of Kot- 
male, Victoria, Randenigala 
and Mad uni Oya and Down- 
stream Engineering works and 
settlement and development of 
the downstream areas designed 
as Systems B,C,G and H in the 
Mahaweli Master Plan. The 
Accelerated Mahaweli 
Programme was launched in 
1979. 

The Kotmale Project cons- 
ists of a 87 metre high rock-fill 
dam and a reservoir providing 
for 180 million cubic metres of 
water. The underground power 
house with 3 generator units 
has an installed capacity of 200 
megawatts. The primary ben- 


efits of this project are the gen- 
eration of electricity and the 
regulation of water. The Kot- 
male Project was funded by 
Sweden. 

Victoria Project consisting of 
a 118 metre high double 
curvature concrete arch dam 
and a reservoir with a storage 
capacity of 728 million cubic 
metres, provides regulated 
water supplies for downstream 
irrigation projects and gen- 
erates 2 10 megawatts of power. 
Funding for the Victoria 
Project was provided by the 
United Kingdom government 

The 120 megawatt Randen- 
igala Project consists of a 94- 
metre high rock-fill dam and a 
reservoir with a storage 
capacity of 860 milli on cubic 
metres and was funded by the 
Federal Republic of Germany. 
The 49 megawatt Rantembe 
Project is located immediately 
downstream of the Randen- 
igala Project. This project is 
due for completion in 1989. 

The Maduru Oya Project 
constructed with financial ass- 
istance from Canada was the 
first of the major headworks 
projects to be completed in the 
Accelerated Mahaweli 
Programme. This Project cons- 
ists of a 40 metre high earth 
dam and two saddle dams and a 
reservoir with a storage 
capacity of 485 million cubic 
metres. 


With the successful comple- 
tion of the major hydropower ' 
projects under the AMP, the 
power development potential 
m the island has been more than 
doubled. As at end September 
1987, the Kotmale, Victoria 
and Randenigala Projects have 
altogether generated 2627 gig- 
watt hours of energy with a 
gross value of Rs. 3940 million. 
Projects 

In addition to the four major 
headworks projects, all of 
which have been completed, the 
Accelerated Mahaweli 
Programme includes also, the 
development and settlement of 
the downstream areas. All 
downstream irrigation works 
which include several medium 
and s mall scale reservoirs, an 
intricate network of canals con- 
sisting of Main, Branch and ter- 
tiary canals along with related 
structures have been largely 
completed and commissioned. 

The Mahawelli Scheme is 
primarily an exercise in establi- 
shing irrigated agriculture on 
large tracts of previously uncul- 
tivated land. This results in the 
settlement of landless families 
in the downstream areas where 
all necessary social infrastruc- 
ture facilities such as education, 
health, post and telecommun- 
ication, trade and commerce as 
well as all other public and 
community services have been 


provided at township, village 
and hamlet levels. 

Upto September 1987, over 
50,700 families have settled in 
the newly developed Mahaweli 
areas. 208 schools. 53 post 
-offices, 81 health centres, 21 
commercial banks and 1 15 co- 
operative sales outlets are func- 
tioning in the new Mahaweli 
areas. A system of new roads 
mler-connecdng the Mahaweli 
areas has also been construc- 
ted. 

The Mahaweli Systems H, C, 
B & G have already produced 
1,259,344 metric tons of rice 
and 82,357 metric tons of other 
crops such as maize, chilli, cow- 
pea, pulses, onion etc. from 
1977 to mid 1987. The con- 
tribution of the Mahaweli 
Programme to the national 
production of rice has 
increased from 81,813 metric 
tons in 1981 to 325,714 metric 
tons in 1985, an increase of 
about 300 percent. 

Effort 

The preservation of the 
environment and heritage are 
two high priority considera- 
tions in the Accelerated Mah- 
aweli Programme. In this con- 
nection, extensive reforestation 
have been laim- 
in the immediate catch- 
ments of Victoria, Kotmale, 
Randenigala and at Minipe. 
Additionally, action has also 
been initiate to ensure the con- 
servation of artefacts and 
archaeological material as well 
as for the preservation of the 
heritage in the areas that are 
affected by the new develop- 
ment. 

Every effort has been taken 
to draw the women and youth 
of the Mahaweli areas into the 
main stream of the develop- 
ment activities. Several centres 
have been established within

the Mahaweli areas which cater 
especially to the needs of the 
women and youth. Among 
them the Home Development 
Centres play a vital role m bet- 
tering the lot of the Mahaweli 
women by giving them training 
in a variety of fields which 
indude health and sanitation, 
home economics, home 
science, dress making, home 
gardening and animal husban- 
dry. These Centres also help 
enterprising women of the 
Mahaweli to be gainfully 
employed adding substantially 
to the family coffers. 

Already Mahaweli women 
are earning fair incomes from 
such activities as cattle rearing, 
home gardening, dress making 


and bee-keeping. Women in 
their capacity as 1 culture 
bearers' are important par- 
ticipants in the Mahaweli’s 
attempt at social development 
which emphasises the building 
of character and a desirable 
social value system in the set- 
tlements. 

The Mahaweli Authority 
apart from providing a good 
educational foundation for its 
further in 


bettering their future prospects 
by diversification of off-farm 
activities which will cater to the 
needs of the second and third 
generations of farmers. The 
young settlers of the Mahaweli 
have not only found new and 
exciting job opportunities 



providing for 180 million cubic 

through the special purpose 
projects established under this 
scheme, but have ventured out 
and established small scale 
industries and enterprises 
themselves. Some of the small 
scale ventures already establi- 
shed are ornamental fish breed- 
ing, pottery manufacture, han- 
dloorn industries, commercial 
establishments and production 
ofhandicrafts. 

Every encouragement is 
given to the settlers and their 
children to develop and 
enhance their dormant talents 
in the fields of fine arts and 
sports. The latent talents of 
these settlers in music, drama, 
dancing, acting, painting, scul- 
pture and handicrafts, are 
brought to the limelight and 
given expression through the 
numerous exhibitions, variety 
entertainments and dramas 
held on a regular basis in the 
Mahaweli areas.

With the successful com- 
pletion of the infrastructure 
component, the Mahaweli 
programme has reached yet 
another phase of its growth 
process, the emphasis today, is

FROM the sunny isle of Sri 
Lanka {formerly known as 
Ceylon) pestling in. the Indian 
Ocean south of India, comes 
the finest tea in the workl- 
CEYLONrTEA. . 

Only theleafbud and the first 
two tender leaves are used to 
make this product, which is wel- 
comed in households the world 
.over.- Mnch more than an 
invigorating and refreshing 
drink, Ceylon lea has become a 
way of life for the majority of 
people around the world — die 
.early morning *cuppa' that 
starts off the day, the mid-mor- 
ning relaxer, the afternoon 
refresher and even.a drink at 
day's end. It is the drink tha t 
makes breakfast complete, and 
the drink that makes up ‘tea’ 
■time' or *tea break/ - 

Tea bas dominated the 
agriculture of Sri Lanka since 
the 1870s. The rich soil, cool 
climate, pure water, elevation 
and geographical position of 
the country provide the ideal 
acclaimed' reputation for its 
superior quality and distinctive 
flavour. Even though just 
65.610 square kilometres in 
extent, Sn Lanka today is the 
second largest ex porter of tea in 
the world. 

Tea in Sri Lanka’s ecoaomy 

The tea industry in Sri T^nka 
is a varied and complex indus- 
try. It is, judged by any scale of 
economic activities, the coun- 
try's major industry. It. con- 
tributes 27 per cent of the 
foreign exhange earnings of the 
country and generate 6 per cent 
of the internal revenue for the 
Government. In terms of Gross 
National Product, the tea 
industry counts for over 3 per 
cent. It provides employment, 
directly or indirectly, for over 
one million people of which 
over 700.000 are directly 
employed in the industry. 

Sri Lanka's image in the 
international markets is that of 
a producer of quality teas. Sri 
Lanka produces a varied and 
diverse range of teas and this 
has resulted in her enjoying a 
share of every consuming 
market in the world. 

These facts illustrate the pre- 
eminent position occupied by 
the Sri Lanka tea industry, both 
locally and internationally, and 


indicate how dosdy the quality, 
of the life of the people ofSii 
L a nk a and the prosperity of the- 
nation are dependent on the 
fortunes of the tea industry. 
Management and ownership 
of the tea industry 
The principal State agenaes 
connected with the promotion, 
management, production ami 
development of the Tea sector 
are; 

(a) The Sri Lanka Tea Board. 

(b) The Janatha Estates 
Development Board. 

(c) The Sri Lanka State Plan- 

tations Corporation. 

(d) The Tea Small Holdings 
Development Authority. . 

Nearly 55 per cent of the tea 
acreage of the country is now 
owned by the public sector and 
the balance by the private sec- 
tor. In terms of crop, the output 
by the public sector tea lands is 
nearly 60 per centofthe Island’s 
tea production. The tea export 
trade is predominantly held by 
theprivate sector. 

The Sri Lanka Tea Board 

The Tea Board was establi- 
shed in 1976 and is an amal- 
gamation of four separate State 
Agencies, viz.:- 

(a) Tea Promotion Bureau. • 

(b) Tea Research Institute. 

(c) Tea Commissioner's Div- 
ision. 

(d) Tea Exports Division. 

The activities previously per- 
formed by all the above Agen- 
cies have now been vested 
under the Tea Board. 

A brief account of the 
activities of the Tea Board is 
enumerated below:: 

Tea promotion 

The overseas tea promotion 
campaigns are conducted 
under two broad facts, namely. 

1. Uninational Campaigns: 
These are aimed specifically on 
increasing the consumption of 
Sri t-anka teas. These cam- 
paigns are entrusted to the Tea 
Board’s own offices situated in 
the United Kingdom, United 
States of America, Australia, 
Japan, Pakistan, Dubai and 
Egypt. 

2. Generic Campaigns: These 
are related to the promotion of 
tea as a beverage. These cam- 
paigns are conducted through 
the medium of Tea Councils 
established in collaboration 


with other tea producing coun- 
tries and trade interests. These 
councils are presently operat- 
ing in the United States of 
America, United Kingdom, 
Germany, Canada ana Aus- 
tralia,' 

Research 

The Sri LankaTea Board has. 
the world’s largest research 
centre for tea. Situated in the 
tea growing area of Talawake- 
Ue, the Tea Research Institute 
conducts research into every 
aspect of production and 
processing of all types of tea 
.grown in various climatic 
zones. Particular attention is 
paid to the improvement of the 
quality of the product and all its 
chemical implications. 
Research findings are applied 
in the industry both in tea plan- 
tations and factories. 

Janatha Estates Develop- 
ment Board 

The total cultivated tea area 
under its management is 62,602 
hectares. The management of 
estates has been decentralised 
by the creation of five Regional 
Boards with approapriate 
authority. The JEDB has 255 
tea estates mainly in high and 
medium grown areas. 

This progress has been 
achieved due to several export 
incentives given by the Govern- 
ment to encourage the expor- 
ters of these value-added 
products. Among them were: 

(a) Concessionary export

(d)Tea promotional selected 
markets. 

Speciality teas 

A variety of flavoured teas 
such as Eari Grey, Lemon, Car- 
damon, Clove, Cinnamon, 
Nutmeg, etc. are available for 
export either in bag or packet 
form. Hot and cold soluble ins- 
tant tea and green tea are also 
produced for export 
Iced tea - 

The ideal thirst quencher for 
a hot summer day. Iced tea is a 
delicious blend of tea and 
lemon, orange, lime or.cin-. 
namon flavouring. ’Thine is a 
wide range of flavours for selec- 
tion. Iced tea can be made direc-

Bulk tea 

Blended as well as unblended 
tea in bulk form is shipped in 
aluminium lined plywood chest 
or cartons containing between 
40 - 50 kgs, per chest depending 

on the particle size of each grade 

of tea. 

Sri Lanka State Plantation 
. Corporation 
The Sri Lanka State Planta- 
tions Corporation has, 56,453 
hectares of tea under its man- 
agement. The SLSPC has 266 
estates mostly in the low grown 
areas. There tea areas are 
grouped for effective man- 
agement into six .regional 
offices as in JEDB. 

Tep Small Holdings 
Development Authority 
The Tea Small Holdings 
. Development ' Authority 
established under the Tea Small. 
Holdings Development Law, 
No. 35 of 1975, was empowered 
with wide ranging powers in 
respect to the smallholders sec- 
tor specially in the provision of 
assistance to establish support 
services for small holders under 
4 hectares (approximately 
126,000) and small private 
estate owners with estates in the 
range of 4-20 hectares (approx- 
imately 2,394 units). 

Tea growing areas 
in Sri Luka 

The acreage under cultiva- 
tion is approximately 600,000 
acres and this is by far the lar- 
gest acreage under a single

export crop in Sri Lanka. 

Ceylon teas are grown at 
elevations ranging from sea 
level to 2135 metres (7000 .fL) 
above. The liquoring, flavour- 
ing and aromatic characteris- 
tics of the teas differ according 
to their area of growth — sec- 
tioned as low-grown, mid- 
grown and high-grown. (Tea is 
eallftri high-grown tea if it is 
processed in a factoriessitnated 
above 2,000 ft but below 4,000 
ft and low-grown tea in fac- 
tories situated less than 2,000 ft 
above sea level). In this way, Sri 
Lanka produces a wide variety 
of teas to suit different markets 
and tastes around the world. 


Grades often produced 
At the final stage of process- 
ing, tea is graded according to 
the size and appearance of the 
leaf. There are two main grades: 
Leaf and Broken Leaf. 

Orange^ekotM^DP) Pekoe 
(Pek) and Flowery Pekoe (FP). 

Broken Leaf grades are: 
Broken Orange Pekoe (BOP). 
Broken Pekoe (BP) and Fan- 
nings grades which include all 
small leaf varieties such as: 
Broken Orange Pekoe Fan- 
nings (BOPF) Pekoe Fannings 
(PF) and Fannings (Fgs). 

‘Dust,' the smallest leaf parti- 
cle size, is valued for its strength 
and quick infusion. These 
names are applied to all teas 
irrespective of the elevation at 
which it is grown. 

Colombo tea market 
Weekly public tea auctions 
are held in Colombo, which is 
tiie largest and best organised 
Tea Auction Centre in the 
world.

IMF sees 
small cut in

WASHINGTON, Ft* 3, 
(Reuter): The International 
Monetary Fund, in a quick 
review of the global -economy 
following the October stock 
market collapse, shaved its 
growth estimates for this year 
slightly, monetary sources said 
yesterday. 

At the same time, however, the 
IMF estimated that the stunning 
508-point drop in the Dow Jones 
industrial average on October 19 
appeared to have reduced 
inflationary pressures in the 
leading industrial countries. 

u It was notafufl-Mown review 
but a quick exercise to see what 
had happened," said one source. 

The next formal review will be 
released during the spring meet- 
ing of the IMF policy-making 
interim committee in ApriL 
The IMF has often said that 
economic health in the wealthy 
industrial countries was a key 
part. of its debt policy, since 
poorer countries badly needed 
strong markets for their exports 
to earn the foreign exchange 
needed to service their debts. 

Growth 

In its formal review in 
October, the IMF estimated that 
growth this year in the industrial 
countries would be 2.6 per cent 
but cut this to 2.5 percent in the 
informal review completed 
about three weeks ago. 

For the United States, it 
reduced its estimate for growth 
from 2.7 per cent this year to 2.6 
per cent. Inflation in die United 
States, however, was reduced to 
an estimated 3.6 per cent for this 
year from 3.8 per cent 
Looking at Japan, the IMF 
estimated the economy this year 
would expand by 3.7 per cent 



NEW YORK, Feb 3, (Kuna): 
Kuwait’s 03 Minister Sheikh Ali 
Al Khalifa said yesterday world- 
wide fears of an imminent energy 
crisis were unjustified and based 
on widespread misconceptions. 

"There is plenty of oil and gas 
at current prices and tech- 
nology” the minister told a din- 
ner audience of mostly oil and 
futures traders. 

"The major industrial coun- 
tries should relax thdr siege men- 
tality regarding decisions in the 
energy sector,” the Kuwaiti min- 
ister said. 

Crisis 

"Since a crisis is unlikely to 
develop in the remaining part of 
this century, basing decisions on 
attempts- to ensure against an 
unlikely event can be extremely 
costly and result in lower well- 
being,” he warnol 

A1 Khalifa said measures 
should be pursued to make the 
petroleum industry transparent, 
including producer-consumer 
dialogues, adding jt was better 
"to make decisions based on 
facts than on myths.” 

Following his remarks in the 
dining room of McGraw-Hill 
located on the fiftieth floor of the 
McGraw Hill Building, the mini- 
ster fielded questions from the 
audience which included 
Kuwaiti Ambassador Moham- 
mad A. Abulhassan and officials 
from the London-based Kuwait 
Petroleum Internationa]. 


Asked what oil price level the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (Opec) 
would consider desirable, AI 
Khalifa said anything in the . 
range of between S16 and 18 a 
barrel would be good for 
producers and consumers, and 
would lead the industry to 
explore for more oil and gas. 

View 

The Kuwait official, who' also 
heads the state-owned Kuwait 
Petroleum Corporation, took a 
more relaxed view with regard to 
reports of discounting by some 
oil-producers, including Opec 
countries. 

“If onr estimates of supply and 
demand are about on target, 
prices will not collapse just 
because one or two countries are 
■ discounting,” he said. - 

He added that Opec produc- 
tion was currently "at least two 
million barrels a day below the 
fourth-quarter 1987 level” and 
that the weakness in the market 
wQl disappear ‘Sri thin the next 
couple of months.” 

"In this sense, while I don’t 
like discounting, it doesn’t cause 
me to lose sleep,” Al Khalifa 
said. 

Discusring his assessment of 
the treads in the oil markets, Al 
Khalifa said misconceptions 
about the petroleum situation 
are widespread on both supply 
and demand rides. 

With regard to the supply ride.

he said, reserves are much more 
abundant than the public realises 
as a result of reassessments of 
recoverable crude from existing 
fields and extensions to those 
fields. 

New recoveries are contin- 
uously being made in the United 
States and the North Sea, and in 
the Opec countries the situation 
is even better, he said. 

Reserves 

The minister mentioned 
Kuwait as one country where 
additions to reserves since 1980 
"have been a multiple of all our 
past production.” 

Venezuela and Libya have 
recently added to their offshore 
reserves, the UAE has raised 
their reserve estimates as a result 


of new studies, and the potential 
of Iraq is yet to be explored, he 
said. 

“It would not be unreasonable 
if I said that all the above-men- 
tioned additions to reserves can 
be brought to the market at 
current prices and with current 
technology, and it is,” Al Khalifa 
said. 

He said ofl industry executives 
in the seventies and early eighties 
were the first ones to believe the 
“lose talk” about the energy 
crisis and imminent shortage of 
erode. 

Exploration 

As a result, he said, the com- 
panies' exploration and produc- 
tion departments expanded and 
budgets increased with complete

As the picture started to 
change after 1983, the executives 
started to take a closer look at 
their exploration and production 
expenditure, and cutbacks had to 
be made, Al Khalifa said.

The report, prepared by the 
UAE ministry of petroleum and 
natural resources, said that 
Saudi Arabia recorded the high- 
est revenue level with' $20.9 
billion during the year against 
112 billion in 1986. 

Second was Kuwait with $6.2 
billion (4.44 billion in 1986), foll- 
owed by the UAE with $5.94 
billion ($5.88 billion to 1986) and 
Qatar with $1.6 billion ($1.42 
billion in 1986) 

The 1987 oil and gas export 
revenues of the two GCC coun- 
tries Oman and Bahrain, which 
are non-Opec oil producers, 
stood at $2.98 billion and 806 
million respectively against 2.2 
billion and 625 million in 1 986. 


DAVOS, Switzerland, Feb 3, 
(Reuter): The president of Opec 
said yesterday he was confident a 
new production accord was 
working and that oil prices 
would remain stable, without 
repeating their sharp toll in 1 986. 

Rilwanu Lukman, who is also 
Nigeria’s Oil Minister, said that 
the 1 2 Opec members which sig- 
ned an agreement in December 
to limit their production to 15.06 
million barrels a day had in fact 
produced less than that in Jan- 
uary.

New and better 
economic ties 
with Moscow 
possible, says 
Japan 

TOKYO, Feb 3, (Reuter): Mos- 
cow's economic liberalisation 
will open the way for new and 
better business ties between 
Japan and the Soviet Union, hel- 
ping to thaw the chill of recent 
decades, a senior Japanese indus- 
trialist said today. 

Delegates from the two coun- 
tries signed contracts worth $210 
million in forestry, natural 
resources and texlfles-during the 
week-long Japan-Soviet busi- 
ness cdo^ratTonconference 
which ended today, said the head 
of the Soviet delegation. 

“We are looking forward to a 
dynamic and' stable economic 
relation with Japan,” said Chair- 
man Vladislav L. Malkevich of 
the Soviet Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry. 

Japan's chief delegate, Hiroshi 
Anzai, said the Soviet govern- 
ment's recent moves to 
streamline economic man- 
agement and open it to outside 
participation, dubbed ‘peres- 
troika,' will provide new pos- 
sibilities for Japanese compan- 
ies. 

Japan may send a trade mis- 
sion to Moscow later this year, 
after a gap of three years, Anzai 
added. 

Illegal sales of Japan's high- 
tech machinery to the Soviet 
Union last year have chilled 
Japan’s trade with Moscow at a 
time when economic relations 
between the two were already 
cool after the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan in 
1979.

vSrhe Soviet Union was 
streamlining its bureaucracy for 
projects with Western compan- 
ies, and wonld not allow foreign 
partners veto power in joint ven- 
■ tures in the Soviet Union. 
Services 

It was also about to conclude a 
joint venture in financial 
services, and was seven consider- 
ing mergers and acquisitions 
with foreign companies to 
improve its marketing abroad. 

Ivanov was speaking on the 
final day of the week-long sym- 
posium, which brought together 
1,000 top business leaders and 
government officials in this Swiss 
ski resort 

It was the third consecutive 
year — that is, each year since 
Mikhail Gorbachev came to 
power — that the Soviet Union 
has mad* a presentation to this 
prestigious, and overwhelmingly 
capitalist audience. 

Two years ago. Prime Minister 


Nikolai Ryzhkov addressed the 
meeting by a satellite tele virion 
link, and last year and this year 
Moscow sent a high-powered 
delegation of trade officials to 
appeal for Westerners torn vest in 
Soviet industry. - 
Power 

"Obviously as a big industrial 
power, we would prefer to have 
our 'currency freely convertible,” 
he said. "But we have to make 
several steps first. 

“We have to stabilise monqy 
supply and product supply. We 


have problems in these two 
areas, 4 he said. 

Then the Soviet Union would 
have to complete its price reform 
programme designed to bring 
prices in the Soviet Union in line 
with costs. The target date for 
that was the end of 1989, in time 
for the next five-year plan. 

Finally, Soviet industrial 
enterprises would have to 
becomecompetitivewiih foreign 
companies so they could engage 
successfully in foreign trade.

Capital 

In the short time Moscow has 
openly wooed foreign capital, 
•Ivanov said there were now 700 
industrial cooperation projects 
under way, 23 joint ventures with’ 


foreign partners, 17 of those with 
Western firms, 42 more joint ven- 
tures approved and 260 offers to 

"beta of the ventures were in 
industrial sectors, but he added; 
"The financial- area is open as 
welL” 

Moscow's Bank of Foreign 
Economic Affairs had several 
offers for joint ventures. "I think 
that in the nearest future we will 
come up with something,” he 
said. 

He told a questioner Soviet 
authorities were unwilling to 
relinquish the right to a majority 
stake of 51 per cent in joint ven- 
tures or that a Soviet citizen be- 
general manager. 

“What is open for negotiation 
is that your contract might 
specify that decisions must be 
made unanimously,” he added. 
That would give the foreign 
investor effective veto rights. 

Foreign partners would also 
be allowed to take profits out of 
the country in goods or hard 
currency — provided the amount 
did not exceed the bard currency 
revenue the venture had earned. 

And joint ventures, originally 
intended to produce for export, 
would now be allowed to com- 
pete for state orders and govern- 
ment contracts, he said. 

The Soviet Union would also 
consider buying companies 
abroad if that helped in market- 
ing its goods.

“We welcome people from 
other countries to invest there, 
exploit its resources and do all 
Jrinds of business, including that 
of real estate,” he told his 
audience of the 1,000 business* 
men and senior government 
officials gathered in Davos. 

Zhao also welcomed the relax- 
ation of tensions between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union and said he hoped China 
would develop better relations 
with Moscow as welL

He saidproblems still cropped 
up with Washington, and there 
were obstacles m Stno-Soviet 
relations. 

"As you know, the respon- 
sibility for all this does not lie - 
with China,” he said. 

He urged the United States to 
live up to wtat he called its com- 


mitments, and added: I also hope 
that the Soviet Union will make 
due efforts towards removing the 
obstacles.” 

But he concentrated his 20- 
minute presentation on China's 
need for investment to build up 
its economy. 

Since China first opened its 
doors to Western business inves- 
tment nine years ago, industrial 
companies around the world 
have been trying to find ways 
into the Chinese market.

But after the initial enth- 
usiasm, many businessmen 
became disillusioned, first at the 
small scope of investment all- 
owed by China, and then with a 
dampdown last year on the trend 
towards Westernisation that saw 
several reform-oriented Polit- 
buro members removed. 

Zhao's message seemed inten- 
ded to reassure businessmen that 
China was now interested in get- 
ting back to business. 

“We need all measures that 
help the growth of China's 
productive forces, and will 
endorse and encourage them,” 
he said, adding: 

“It is our hope that before long 
people everywhere will realise 
that China, especially its coastal 
open area, is a most attractive 
place for investment and tech- 
nology inpuL” 


ABC boosts provisions 
against Third World debt 

BAHRAIN, Feb 3, (Renter): Bahrain's biggest offshore bank, 
Arab Bank Corp (ABC), said yesterday it was adding $375 
mflEon to Third World provisions and would declare no profit for 
1967. The bank, jointly owned by Kuwait, Libya and tbe Golf 
emirate of Aba Dhabi, said its more was taken to cope with a sew 
inte rna tional trend in setting aside reserves against developing 
eomitries. It would boost the bank’s cover to 2X5 per cent of its 
total loan exposure to those nations rescheduling their debt 

President and chief executive Abdnlla Saudi told Renters: “We 
want to show we have bult up enough reserves throughout tbe 
years to cope with the new trend in the market.” A financial 
statement from the bank said $158 million were allocated to 
provisions from 1987 operating profits phis 217 million from 
reserves and retained earnings. Some $125 million came from an 
“extraordinary financial reserve” the bank set up in 1982 with dm 
specific aim of setting aside some profits each year against the 
possible future reduction in value of its assets. The result of the 
move is to reduce shareholders, funds to $1.06 billion from 1.26 
bOGoo at the end of 1966, but Saudi said: “We still have good 
shareholders, equity, it is over SI bflfion.” Tbe measures mean 
' ABC wfll pay do dividend to shareholders — the Kuwaiti Ministry 
of Finance, Libyan Treasury and Abu Dhabi Investment Auth- 
ority.

With the exception of some specialised investment houss, ABC 
is the second major international bank in Bahrain to reveal 1987 
results. Hie consortimn bank Arlabank International — 10 per 
cent owned by ABC — took a SJ 32 million toss in a mo veto boost 
its provisions to 19 per cent of loans. The level of provisions set 
aside by Bahrain-based banks has often been a secret and ABC 
had not specified its level before. 

Indonesia will keep oil 
mainly for export 

JAKARTA, Feb 3, (Renter): President Suharto opened a geoth- 
ermal complex today and said Indonesia shoald save its oil for 
export. “We should not depend on oil alone for our energy needs, 
because although we’ve got oil, if we continue to depend on it in a 
big way then it will qn - kly ran oat because ofl is a natural 
resource winch cannot be renewed,” Snharto said. He said crude 
ofl reserves should be kept mainly for export to earn foreign 
exchange for Indonesia, a member of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. The Indonesian government, 
worried by its failure to come op with new ofl finds as quickly as it 
is pumping grade, has launched a two-pronged drive to encourage 
oil exploration while reducing dependence on ofl. It is placing 
emphasis on developing coal ami natnraFgas supplies for genera t- , 
ing domestic electric power, is still debating whether to go ahead 
with construction of its first nadear power plant, on Java, and is 
also getting into hydro and geothermal power. Indonesia, on tbe 
“Pacific Am of fire,” has a geothermal potential of 10,000 
megawatts, according to official estimates. Bat geothermal 
eoergy, which harnesses the heat from volcanic rock, at present 
accounts for under 0.5 per cent of Indonesia’s energy output. 
Suharto today opened die second and third stages of the 
Xrmnj M g power plant, east of Handling in West Java, consisting 
of two 55 megawatt steam-driven units costing S61 million. 

Opec oil output slumps 


LONDON, Feb 3, (Reuter jf O^aiiMdonrfPcSralc™ Export- 
ing Cormtries (Opec) crude ofl prodnetioo fell sharply last month, 
according to a Renter pofl of industry experts yesterday. The 
survey indicated tbe 13-nation organisation produced 16.7 
mflfion barrels per day in January against 1835 mflfion bpd a 
month earlier. The January figure was near Opec's self-imposed 
ceiling of 16.6 mflfion bpd for the first half of 1988 which was 
agreed at a ministerial meeting of the group in December in 
Vienna. That agreement excluded Iraq, which refused to accept 
its quota as it was less than tint of Gulf war adversary Iran, and 
gave a ceiling for tbe other 12 members of 15.06 mflfiou bpd. 

Tbe estimates were polled by Reuter correspondents from ofl 
traders, shipping sources, industry executives and analystsin the 
Middle East, Europe, Asia and Latin America. They showed that 
the 12 Opec producers, excluding Iraq, were around 740,000 bpd 
below their 15.06 million ceiling, with Iran, Saudi Arabia, 
Nigeria, Algeria, Libya and the UAE all raider quota. Analysts 
said the sharp fafl in output was partly due to cutbacks by the 
major Gulf over-producers and to big buyers like Japan balking 
at paying official Op ec prices for crude when oil on the spot 
market cost up to SI 30 a' barrel less. 

Mehdi Varzi of Kletawort Grieveson Securities in London said 
the figmes showed that Opec’s efforts to mop np surplus oil, 
created by ftsover-prodnctlon in late 1987, woe starling to work. 
Varzi said: “Prices just about seem to have bottomed out There 
will be a few more weeks of worry and February will be imcer- 
tain.” But prices should rise back to around official Opec levels 
(of $18) in the first quarter, be added. 

Qatar firm returns to black 

DOHA, Feb.3, (Renter): Qatar Petrochemical Co (Qapco)said 
today it had tamed a 1986 loss into a profit of 85 mflfion riyais 
($23 mflfion) during 1967. Tbe company, owned 84 per cent by the 
government bolding company Qatar General Petroleum Corp. 
(QGPC) and 16 per cent by France’s Charbouages de France- 
Qu’mie, bad reputed a 1986 loss of 57 milfioa riyais ($15-6 min). 
The company said turnover increased to 454 million riyais 
(SI 24.4 mSUou) in 1987 from 447 mflfion riyais ($122^1 mflfion) 
in 15186. Qapco’s general manager Michel Fenain attributed the 
turnaround to cost cats and improved polyethylene prices which 
be said averaged $700 per tone compared with about $500 in 1986. 
He said prottaction of ethylene increased to 263,000 tonnes from 

258.000 tones in 1986, linear low density poty ethylene decreased 
to 174,000 tonnes from 176,000 tonnes and sulphur increased to 

48.000 tons from 45,000 tonnes. 

EEC boosts steel output 

BRUSSELS, Feb 3, (Xinhua): Tbe European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC) commission today announced it is raising its steel 
production quota for the first quarter of 1988 from 938 mflfion 
tons to 10.72 mflfion tons to meet the growing demand. With the 
quota increase about 1.14milfioa tons more steel will be produced 
than was originally planned. The decision covers three main line 
of products, namely hot-rolled coil and cold-rofled duet, heavy 
plate and heavy sections. A spokesman for the commission 
explained that the increase in steel production was in response toa 
recently secured new order from outside the EEC combined with 
increasing domestic consumption. 

The EEC commistion agreed in January to extend its seven- 
year-long steel protection quota to Jme this yea* to guarantee a 
balance of supply and demand on the European steel market.

Quiet 

Fixed periods were quiet and 
fell up to 5/8 point from opening 
levels to 4-5/8, 1/8 percent for the 
one-month and 4-7/8, 3/8 for the 
three and six-month. One-year 
was unchanged from Tuesday at 
5- 1/2, five per cent. 

The Central Bank dinar 
exchange rate was firmer at 
0.27520/30 to the dollar from 


Tuesday's 0.27584/94. Commer- 
cial bank spot quotes were also 
around 0.27520/30. 

Meanwhile Saudi riyal inter- 
bank deposit rates eased yester- 
day-in slow trade, tracking 
declining Eurodollar interest 
rates. 

Id the early morning, dealers 
reported that rates had firmed 
briefly after one Bahrain bank 
began actively taking funds. But 
they said a decline set in during 
later trading. 

Rates have been falling by 
around 1/8 point per day over the 
last week, pushed down by new 
liquidity and dwindling fears of a 
riyal devaluation that sent rates 
up last month. 

One-month maturities fell 1/8 
point yesterday to 6-5/8, 1/2 per 
cent and three-months I /l 6 point 
to 6-7/8. 3/4 per cent. Six-months 
were little changed at 7-1/8, 6-7/8 
percent. 

A few small trades were repor- 
ted in one and three-month 
maturities.

Egypt’s 
economic 
growth slows 

CAIRO. Feb 3. (Reuter): 
Egypt's economicgrowth slowed 
to an average 4.5 per cent a year 
in the past two years, dragged 
down by lower oi I earnings which 
plunged 38 per cent last fiscal 
year, the Central Bank said 
today. 

“The slump in world oil prices 
caused a cut in foreign currency 
resources and was responsible 
for slow growth.** the bank said 
in its report for the year ending 
last June 30. 

Egypt depends mainly on oil 
exports, remittances from 
expatriate Egyptians, tourism 
and Suez Canal tolls for hard 
currency income. 

Spurred by hard currency 
shortages in 1986-87, Egypt sig- 
ned a standby credits accord with 
the International Monetary 
Fund (IMJ 7 ; last May;andixesr 
cheduled payments on its $40- 
billion foreign debt. 

The Central Bank gave no 
economic growth figure for 
1986-87. but said the average for 
the past two years was 4.5 per 
cent. This indicated Egypt fared 
worse last year than in 1985-86, 
for which the bank a year ago 
reported 5.9 per cent growth. 

The bank said annual growth 
averaged 6.8 percen t — against a 
target of eight per cent — during 
the five-year development plan 
which ended last year. Growth 
averaged 8.4 percent in the plan's 
first three years. 

The report said oil revenue fell 
to 1.032 billion pounds ($1.47 
billion at the official book-keep- 
ing rate) from 1 .7 billion pounds 
($2.4 billion) in 1985-86.

Gold slumps on US slowdown worries 


LONDON, Feb 3, (Reuter): 
Gold slumped today and the 
dollar moved higher as more 
traders said they felt indications 
of a slowing US economy dimini- 
shed a risk of rising innation. 

The dollar got a brief mid- 
morning boost from market 
rumours — subsequently denied 
by an official Soviet spokesman 
— of a nuclear accident in the 
Soviet Union. 

Norwegian government sour- 
ces had suggested this afternoon 
before the Soviet denial that the 
rumours were sparked by dry- 
run test telexes containing the 
words "nuclear accident” sent 
between the International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) 
in Vienna and the Geneva-based 
World Meteorological Organ- 
isation. 

Declined 

The IAEA told Reuters in 
Vienna some test messages in 
English had been transmitted but 
it could not confirm the Nor- 
wegian theory about the 
rumours and it declined to dis- 
close exactly how the messages 
were presented. 


Aspokesmandid however, say 
that it was extremely unlikely the 
words “nuclear accident" would 
have. appeared on an open com- 
munications circuit. 

The rumours helped raise the 
dollar about three quarters of a 
pfenning and half a yen to highs 
of 1.6905 West German marks 
and 128.43 Japanese yen. But 90 
minutes after the rumours first 
circulated, they were no longer a 
factor, dealers said. 

The US currency steadied in 
late afternoon around 1.6875 
marks and 128 yen. 

Gold prices meanwhile, fell as 
much as SI 2 an ounce in hectic 
trading to lows of $444 an ounce. 
It was fixed in London on Tues- 
day afternoon at S445.40. 

“AH the indicators are now 
shaping up to show a distinct 
slowdown in the US economy, 
which suggests we aren't going to 
see inflation." said John Harris, 
an analyst at London com- 
modity brokers Rudolf Wolff 
and Co. Ltd.

Soviet writer 
advocates 
share system 
to raise 
industry 


MOSCOW. Feb 3, (Reuter): A 
leading Soviet writer was quoted 
today as calling for a Western- 
style system of share-holding to 
raise money for industrial 
development and put to use 
millions of roubles (dollars) of 
public savings. 

Nikolai Shmelev, who caused 
a stir last year by suggesting the 
Soviet Union should allow tem- 
porary unemployment, told the 
weekly Moscow News that some 
260 million roubles ($405 
million) were at present idle in 
low-interest savings accounts 
while industry was crying out for 
finance. 

Shmelev, a specialist writer in 
economics, has emerged as a 


leading proponent of reform 
under Mikhail Gorl 


Gorbachev. He 
holds no official post but is regar- 
ded as a member of Gorbachev's 
economic “think tank". 

“If we allow enterprises to 
issue and sell and the population 
to buy shares with a sufficiently 
high yield, then manufacturing 
companies and collective farms 
could mobilise in addition to 
their own resources tens of 
millions of roubles," Shmelev 
said. 

He did not make clear whether 
he envisaged theestablishment of 
a Soviet stock market or otherw- 
ise elaborate on the idea. 

Share-holding is still relatively 
alien to Communist economic 
thinking although three enterpr- 
ises in the Ukrainian city of Lvov 
have this year launched their own 
share schemes. 

In two cases, factories have 
simply given their workers a fin- 
ancial stake in the business but. in 
the third instance, a market gar- 
den has offered shares to outside 
buyers as well.

Burma seeking 
to rehabilitate 


oil fields 

SINGAPORE. Feb 3, (AP): 
Burma hopes to rehabilitate its 
traditional oil fields in the Mann- 
Htaukshabin area of central 
Burma to raise output to 30.000 
barrels oferude oil daily from the 
current output of 14.000 barrels, 
a Burmese official said yester- 
day. 

Burma is seeking a loan from 
the Asian Development Bank to 
rehabilitate the fields, said the 
official, speak ing on condition of 
anonymity. He said the bank was 
conducting technical studies. 

He said his country's aim was 


to export surplus crude oil. He 
added, however, that Burma's 


output of crude oil has been 
declining in the last two to three 


years. He gave no reason for the 
decline. . 

Burma received a loan of $63 
million last year from the World 
Bank for a $ 120-million project 
to build pipelines for a natural 
gas project in Payagon of the 
delta region, he Lold reporters. 

Sixorseven foreign companies 
now are exploring for oil in 
Burma, he added, but declined to 
give details. 

The official, in Singapore to 
attend an oil conference, said 
Singapore would be able to sell 
pipes, machinery and other 
equipment of the proposed gas 
and oil projects. 


Crisis in US stock markets is over, says Fed chief 


WASHINGTON, Feb 3. (UP!): 
Federal Reserve chairman Alan 
Greenspan says the crisis in 
America's stock markets is over 
for now, but new troubles could 
arise if the government doesn't 
move quickly to reform the sys- 
tem. 

“Although it appears that 
acute crisis has passed, markets 
remain quite sensitive and could 
react strongly to developments 
that seemed to portend more 
markeL instability.” Greenspan 
told the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee yesterday. 

He said the Federal Reserve 
Board agreed in principle with 
the analysis of the crash in a 
report released last month by the 
presidential Brady Commission. 

Idea 

The securities and exchange 
chairman, David Ruder, was 
expected to testify on these 
broader issues before the Senate 
Banking Committee later today. 

The Fed does not support the 
Brady panel's proposal that 


would give it overriding jurisdic- 
tion over regulation of the 
nation's securities markets. 

Such jurisdiction might give 
investment firms the idea the Fed 
would use its ‘discount window,' 
through which it lends banks 
money at lower-than-market 
rates, to bail them ouL 
Based on that perception, 
these firms might take imprudent 
risks, endangering the system, he 
said. 

Greenspan endorsed in princi- 
ple the Brady Commission's call 
for “circuit breakers” such as 
price limits as a way of “slowing 
things down when market condi- 
tions become hectic and threaten 
to get out of control.” 

But be warned, “ad hoc meth- 
ods for closing markets should be 
avoided, as a reliance on such 
methods is likely to encourage 
rumours of closing and add to 
market confusion.” 

The Fed will present Congress 
with its recommendations in 
March. Greenspan said. 

Earlier in the day, Nicholas 


Brady backed his panel's recom- 
mendations, telling the commit- 
tee the Fed is the one agency with 
expertise to handle the job. 

Brady said another Black 
Monday was not imminent, but 
Congress should take immediate 
action to reform the system: “We 
are looking down the barrel, and 
the gun is still loaded," he said. 

In a related development, the 
SEC staff suggested changes in 
the regulation of computerized 
stock-index futures in a report on 
the crash and proposed a variety 
of methods to reduce volatility in 
US financial markets. 

The SEC report concluded 
stock-index futures used in 
programme trading, while not 
the sole cause of the crash, 
created a negative psychology in 
the market and were a significan l 
factor in “accelerating and 
exacerbating'' the decline. 

Liquidity 

The report said the function- 
ing and liquidity of US financial 
markets were damaged by the 
crash and that overall volatility 


has increased since Black Mon- 
day. 

It recommended a number of 
steps, such, as raising margin 
requirements on fiitures, to keep 
investors from overextending 
themselves and creating the 
environment for the panic selling 
on crash day. 

The report also said while the 
trading system came under 
extreme strain d u ring the market 
meltdown, it functioned ade- 
quately as a whole. 

Nevertheless, there were 
breakdowns, with some market- 
makers and firms failing to act 
responsibly and the trading sys- 
tem becoming dogged with a 
deluge of orders, it said. 

The Brady report, released 
three weeks ago, concluded the 
nation’s stock and commodities 
markets have become increasin- 
gly linked, and that the govern- 
ment does not have the 
regulatory framework in place to 
handle a sudden collapse in the 
markets, which tends to feed on 
each other. 


US factory orders up 2.5pc 


WASHINGTON, Feb 3. 
(Reuter): Orders for US man- 
ufactured goods rose by 2.5 per 
cent in December, the largest 
increase - since ‘ last -MarcH,' J the • 
Commerce Department said 
today. 

The December increase was 
well within expectations of fin- 
ancial analysts who said they had 
expected a moderate rise in 
orders. Excluding orders for 
defence goods, which vary 
widely from month to month, 
factory orders rose 2.7 per cent 

The department said that in 
1987 factory orders rose on a 
non-season ally adjusted basis by 
7.3 per cent to $2.44 trillion, 
after declining by 0.6 per cent in 
1986. 

The 1 987 rise was the best gain 
since 1984 when orders went up 


by 9.3 per cent. Commerce 
Department officials said. 

The December rise should be 
good news for Republicans who 


are fighting 'to retain control of 
the White House in the Novem- 


ber elections. The most recent 
government ’ economic data 
pointed to the possibility of a 
significant economic slowdown 
in the early part of 1988 after a 
robust growth level in 1987. 

The December rise in factory 
orders brought the total to a 
seasonally adjusted $214.77 
billion, the department said. 

The December rise in orders 
followed a slight 0.1 per cent 
increase in November and was 
the largest monthly orders 
increase since March, when 
orders also rose by 2J5 per cent. 

Orders for expensive durable 


goods rose in December by 4.9 
per cent to SI 16.41 billion after 
declining by 0.1 per cent in 
November. On January 26, the 
department said inapretiminarf 
report that December durable 
goods orders had risen 6.7 per 
cent from November. 

The department said the rise 
in durable goods orders was 
widespread. One of the best 
increases wasa 10.3 per cent gain 
in December transportation 
equipment orders. 

Orders for non-durable goods 
fell in December by 0.3 per cent 
after rising 0.4 per cent in 
November. 

Defence capital goods orders, 
which includes items like ships 
and tanks, dropped 3 per cent to 
$9.44 billion in December after 
falling 2.6 percent in November.

The Commerce Department 
reported on Tuesday that the 
index, which measures a range of

in the past, three consecutive 
monthly fails in the index has 
signalled a business recession on 
eight of 12 occasions, commerce 
officials noted.

Sprinkel said the Reagan admin- 
istration was sticking with its 
forecast of 2.4 per cent real 
growth in goods and services out- 
put during 1988, down from 3.8 
percent lasL year. 


“We anticipate a slowing in 
the rate of growth,” Sprinkel 
said. 

Cynthia Latta, senior finan- 
cial economist for Data Resour- 
ces Inc. of Lexington, Massa- 
chusetts, forecast weak expan- 
sion in the first half of 1988 but 
no recession.

He, meanwhile, discounted 
the suggestion that local com- 
panies listed in the bourse had 
shown a slowdown or a drop in 
profit in their fiscal 1987 balance 
sheets compared with the figures 
of the year before. 

He cited the National Bank of 
Kuwait which he said main- 
tained the same level of perfor- 
mance in the past two years and 
distributed rewarding dividends 
in 1987. 

He also referred to the Kuwait 
Cables Company and the 
Kuwaiti Finance House as 
examples of other good perfor- 
mers.

US-Soviet joint ventures 
off to slow, uncertain start 

' VA & g PsIcInn.Pnnn 
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BOSTON. Feb 3. (Reuter): The 
Kremlin has launched a high- 
pressure campaign to seal joint 
ventures with US firms, but the 
initiative faces economic and 
political barriers in both coun- 
tries. US businessmen and a 
Soviet official said. 

Last August Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev made joint 
ventures with Western firms a 
pillar of his policy of perestroika, 
or restructuring, hoping the 
cooperative enterprises would 
bring new technology to the 
Soviet Union and boost exports. 

Expertise 

“The theory is that a mix of 
Western expertise and capital, 
with Soviet participation and 
even control, yields improved 
efficiency and quality and ... such 
ventures hold the potential for 
export earnings,” Myron Laser- 
son, senior managing director of 
Continental Grain Company, 
told a conference on Soviet 
agriculture at Harvard Univer- 
sity on Monday. 

For American businesses, the 
huge Soviet market represents 
“the last great frontier" said 
Anthony King, a vice president 
of Babson Brothers, a dairy 
equipment manufacturer. 

The Soviet Union is consider- 
ing about 250 joint venture 


proposals, including some 50 
from the United States, senior 
Soviet Trade Representative 
Albert Melnikov said in Washin- 
gton. He said 25 letters of intent 
with various companies naa 
already been signed.

“Mikhail Gorbachev has told 
the leaders of the Russian system 
that it is essential that they have a 
number of successful, agricul- 
tural joint ventures jusi as 
quickly as they can be 
negotiated." John Reed, vice 
president International Tor 
Archer Daniels Midland, told 
the conference. . 

Reed’s firm is negotiating with 
Moscow for Lhe construction of a 
soybean processing plant in 
Polotsk in the western Soviet 
Union. The factory is rumoured 
to be the largest of its kind in the 
world. , _ 

Occidental Petroleum Corp 
signed a $6 billion deal with Mos- 
cow in November for gas and 
sulphur production. 

Nabisco Brands Inc is con- 
sidering building a plant in Mos- 
cow to produce breakfast 
cereals, E. I. Sizcnko. deputy 
chairman of the Soviet Agri- 
Industrial Committee, lold 
reporters in Washington on 
Monday. 


Monsanto, Ralston-Ptmna 
and Dekalb Corp are also prob- 
ing possibilities for Soviet ven- 
tures, Sizenko said. 

Despite Gorbachev's eager- 
ness, the prospective ventures are 
being hobbled by a persistent 
bilateral trade imbalance, the 
non-convertibility of the Soviet 
rouble, deep-seated economic 
differences and bureaucratic 
antagonisms and fears, officials 
said. 

Moscow requires that joint 
ventures provide a net inflow of 
hard or convertible currency like 
the US dollar. 

“Anyone who has travelled to 
the Soviet Union can relate to the 
near hysteria that is associated 
with converting funds." Laser- 
son said. 

Moscow's appetite for hard 
currency is matched by its long- 
standing trade deficit with the 
United Stales. Over the last two. 
years, the value of US exports to 
the Soviet Union has been about 
four times Soviet sales to the 
United Slates. 

“This pattern of trade is unac- 
ceptable." Melnikov said. 

Also. Laserson said US 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
has objected to allowing US 
firms to trade goods for Soviet 
products.

Singapore, Hong Kong 
and S. Korea blast US 
on trade concessions 


GENEVA, Feb 3. (Reuter): Sin- 
gapore. Hong Kong and South 
Korea criticised the United 


States yesterday for removing 
them from its list of developing 
territories eligible for exporting 
goods to the United Slates duty- 
free. 

The protests were made at a 
monthly closed-door meeting of 
the ruling council of the 96- 
nation General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT), 
delegates said. 

The White House announced 
the move, which also affects non- 
GATT member Taiwan, on Jan- 
uary 29. Washington said their 
strong economies meant the four 
no longer qualified for special 
tradeconcessions under the Gen- 
eralised System of Preferences 
(GSP). 

Trade representatives from 
Singapore, Hong Kong and 
South Korea took the floor to 
|~ ptotesr. The US' action .to 
j^pOKbiftW^eai out of the GSP 
scheme was discriminatory, 
delegates said. 

Efforts 

“At a time when the United 
States is making efforts to 
encourage its trading partners to 
open up their markets and to 
reduce or eliminate their unfair 


trade practices, the United Stales 
would be sending the wrong sig- 


nal by the accelerated graduation 


of a free-trading nation such as 
Singapore.”, the ambassador 
from Singapore. Siee Chak Mun. 
said in a speech. 

Ambassador See said 96 per 
cent of US exports to Singapore 
entered its market duty-free, 
against 76 per cent of his coun- 
try's exports to America. 

Imbalance 

Removal of GSP benefits to 
Singapore would reduce the 
figure of Singaporean goods 
enteringthe United States with- 
out tariffs to 45 per cent, he said. 
“This imbalance of market 
access needs to be corrected, not 
made worse.” 

Michael Cartland, Hoag 
Kong's representative to the 
GATT, said in a speech that US 
productsentering Hong Kong al 
zero tariffs were $3 billion — 
roughly double the value of 
Hong Kong goods currently 
entering America duty-free ($1.4 
billion). 1 

South Korea's delegate toro- 
mented in a statement: “The 
criteria for graduation (from the 
GSP scheme) have been neither 
clearly nor convincingly spelled 
out . . . 

Thedecision of the USgovern- 
ment, which is not based on 
objective criteria, will adversely 
a fleet the development of the less 
developed countries and their 
trade expansion.”

Zia. decided that he had 
done so because his other choices 
looked even less attractive, and 2a 
backed his table fed to the hih in the 
play. 

At trick two he led a club and 
finessed the nine, losing to the jack. 

West exited with a trump, won in 
hand, and a trump to the ace felled 
the king. Now the ten of dubs was 
run to East’s ace, and he got off lead 
safely enough by returning a dub. 
When the queen appeared, declarer 
had fulfilled his contract because be 
could discard a spade on the table’s 
good dub. Zia gracefully conceded 
a diamond, and eventually a dia- 
mond ruff on the board was the 
entry to the 13th chib. Declarer’s 
only losers were two dubs and a 
diamond.

Cup third-round tie against 
Vitoria Guimaraes of Portugal 
on December °. 

The Portuguese club was fined 
5,000 Swiss francs (S3,625) for 
the team's unsporting behaviour 
at the match. 

West German Arno Glesius.

European championship under- 
21 game against the Netherlands 
in November, was banned for 
four matches. 

A three-match ban was 
imposed on Miodrag Bdodediri 
of Romania for insulting the 
referee in a European champion- 
ship qualifying tie against Aus- 
tria.

CALGARY, Alberta. Feb 3, 

(AP): From torchbearers to 
ticket-buyers, this Canadian 
rocky mountain city was full of 
signs yesterday that the opening 
of the Winter Olympics was just 
! 1 days away. 

In bitter cold weather, Calgary 
was bufy putting, the final tou- 
ch^on-preparatidnsiblr T 6 diys ' 
of skiing, skating and sledding. 

The Olympic flame, ignited 
late last year by the sun in the 
warmth of ancient Olympia in 
Greece, was moving toward its 
final destination atop the 623- 
foot-(190-metre)-high CP 
Tower, Calgary's most visible 
landmark. It will be lighted in a 
caldron following opening 
ceremonies on Feb 1 3. 

Flame 

The torch run, which has 
carried the flame across Canada, 
travelled 40 miles (64 km) yester- 
day to Cranbrook in British 
Columbia, about 250 miles (400 
km) to the west of Calgary. The 
torch is scheduled to enter 
Alberta province tomorrow. 

Large crowds and good, 
weather have followed the run, 
which Frank King, the chief 
executive officer of the Calgary 
Olympic Organising Committee, 
said had created a “positive 
avalanche” of Olympic anticipa- 
tion. 

King carried the flame himself 
for nine km (5.5 mites) on Mon- 
thly and was set to help greet the 
torchbearers at Alberta's border.

Vengsarkar 
banned for 


six months 


BOMBAY, Feb 3, (Reuter): 
Indian cricket captain Dilip Ven- 
gsarkar was banned today from 
playing for his country or state 
for the next six months after 
defying an order not to write 
about international matches 
while playing in them. 


The' ban, the first in Indian 
cricket history, was imposed at a 
special general meeting of the 
Board of Control for Cricket in 
India (BCCI)- 

Vengsarkar was also fined Rs 
10,000 ($750). 


BCCI secretary Ranbir Singh 
said the penalties were unan- 
imously decided by the 30-mem- 
ber board because Vengsarkar 
had defied its earlier ruling and 
violated the contract he had sig- 
ned which forbade him to write 
newspaper articles during the 
recent India-West Indies series. 


The ban. which takes 
immediate effect, will bar Veng- 
sarkar from the Asia Cup in 
Dhaka Later this month and tbe ‘ 
Sharjah Cup in tbe United Arab 
Emirates in March.

Alth- 
ough it won me nine or ten 
chatnioQship rallies, I had to 
drive flat out on many of them. 

“The Porsche was a great car 
for most of the four years we had 
iL In fact, at one time we were 
using three or four different 
models of the same series, but it 
began to be unreliable. We had a 
number of minor problems in 
Oman last November and the 
engine blew on the first stage in 
Dubai," the Qatari went on. 

Al Hajri will be accompanied 
by a new but as yet unnamed co- 
driver this year, Irish Ronan 
Morgan having signed up with 
Toyota and Mohammed Bin 
Suiayem. 

“When you change your car, it 
is sometimes beneficial to change
